Mrs. Mansfield was stand- 
ing close to Stearns and the door had 
swung open a foot or so when a shot 
was fired, striking Mrs. Mansiield in the 
leg. 

The parties outside made more talk, 
including a threat to burn the house, 
and fired at least two more shots, Then 
they drove away. Neither Mrs, Mans- 
eld nor Stearns saw any of the party 
distinctly. but Harry Manstield, from a 
chamber window, witnessed the whole 
affair. He says the carriage was a 
covered one, drawn by a dark horse, 
and that one of the men had a light 
moustache, wore a light coat and a 
brown hat. After ihe shooting one cf 
the men went to the Belmont hotel 
nearby and borrowed a lantern from a 
man who has charge of the stable, say- 
ing that a woman had neen shot down 
at Mrs. Mansfield’s. ‘The lantern was 
not returned and the stableman saw 
no more of the party.

Await Result of House Investigation 
—Republisans Raise Objections and 


the Resolution Is Not Passed 


Washington, April 2—In the ex- 
€Cutive session of the senate yester- 
day Senator Lacon offered a resolution 
requiring the president to defer the 
Issuing of his proclamation announe- 
ing the acquisition of the Danish West 
Indies under the terms of tie treaty 
recently negotiated with Denmark un- 
til the pending investigation of tbe 
charges of bribery made in connection 
With that treaty should be coneluded 
by the house of representatives 

he resolution provoked a srsart de- 
bate, Which was participated in by Sen- 
ators Lacon and Money, both Demo 
cratic members of the committee on 
foreizn relations, on the one side, and 
by Senators Cullom, Lodge, Hanna 
Allison, Nelson aud other Repulticans 
on the other side 

In presenting the resolution Senator 
Bacen said he brought it to the atten 
tion of the sevuate out of a sense of duty 
and of high regard for the position of 
that body before the country. Tle ont 
lined the charges nade by Mr. Gron to 
the effect that Mr. Christmus, another 
subject of Denmark, had made a re- 
port to the effect that he was to re 
ceive 10 percent of the consideration of 
$5,000,000 to be paid by the United 
States to Denmark for the islands and 
that Christinas, in bis report, had men 
tioned the names of several persons to 
Whom he had paid money. Mr, Bacon 
said he did not for a minute accept this 
report as true. but felt that, IMasmuch 
as the house had taken suffieient 
cognizance of it to order an investiga- 
tion, the senate should take some step, 
in view of its recent action in ratily- 
ing the treaty, looking to the suspension 
of final action by this country. He did 
not believe that the senate could re- 
consider its action of ratification, but 
there would be no impropriety in ask- 
ing the president to hold the matter up 
temporarily or finally in ease it should 
be proved that the charges were not 
without foundation. He said that his 
only motive was to put the senate right 
before the country, and in this conneec- 
tion, he commented upon the readiness 
of the public to assume the correctness 
of all churges involving public men. 

Senator Bacon was: interrupted fre- 
quently by Kepublican senators, and 
when he took his seat there were sey- 
eral of them on the floor ready to re- 
spond to his suggestion. They agreed 
to a man that the senate was not 
called on to take any action under the 
circumstances, saying that the charges 
had not been made public and were not 
known when the treaty was ratified; 
that the president could be depended 
upon to perform his duties without 
any hint from the senate, and that the 
house investigation probably very soon

The injured were Barney Me- 
Donald and Alfred Christian, who were 
so badly burned that there are slight 
hopes for their recovery.

Similar to the Schley Controversy 
Feared by the President, Who Will 
Adopt the Compulsory Method to 
Head It Off by a Special Order

posed that certain recent newspaper 
publications, many of them being writ- 
ten by uniformed or misinformed per- 
sons who have constructed on imagi- 
nary rather than a rea! Miles for their 
text, has caused the president to fear 
the outbreak in the army of something 
like the Schley controversy, resulting 
in equal demoralization to the military 
service generally. 

The Schley controversy is attribnted 
by most observers here to a mistaken 
course, adopted at the outset of all the 
trouble: and President Roosevelt and 
his cabinet are impressed with the 
liecessity of heading off the uew dif- 
ticulty before it gains too large pro- 
pertions. The progrant for General 
Miles’ retirement will be the issue 
from the war department of a “spevial 
order by direction of the president,” 
placing Lieutenant General Miles on 
the retired list, to date from such a 
day. “under the provisions of section 
1298 of the revised statutes.” There 
will be no ceremony and no further 
explanation. 

The section mentioned. is the one 
which empowers the president, at his 
discretion, to retire any one who has 
served 45 years as a commissioned of- 
ficer or reached the age of 62 years. 
All that will happen will be that Geu- 
eral Miles from the date noted in the 
order will quietly drop out of his ac- 
customed place at headquarters and 
become a non-effective attachment to 
our military establishment. 


Navy Yards Cannot Compete 

Washington, April 3.—Tbe sentiment 
of the naval affairs comiuiffee of the 
house so fur as it was revealed at the 
hearing yesterday is adverse to the pro- 
posal to have battleshins built in the 
Davy yards.

CASTLE OF CHILLON. 


Scene of Brron’s Famous Poem Be- 
ing Tnrned Into a Museum, 
Chillop eastle, the ancient and pic. 
| turesque chateau which stands in the 
shadow of the Alps on the shore of 
Lake Geneva and around which Byron 
Wwote one of his finest poems, is about 
to be turned into a historical museum, 
writes the St. Louis Globe-Democrat’ | 
Loudon correspondent. The fine old | = 
monument, which fs a little over a} 
mile and a balf from fashionable Mon.- | 
treux and which js visited every sea-! 
son by hundreds of tourists, has been 
iannamatie looked after for a good many 
years by the Swiss government and, | 
considering its great age, is in surpris. | 
ingly good condition. It is known to 
bave existed as a prison in the eighth| 
century, and Amadeus IV., duke of 
Savoy, who built tt In 1238, made the 
saine use of it. Byron found the inspi- 
ration for his “Prisoner of Chillon” in 
the story of Bonivard, a prisoner of 
state who during the fourteenth cen- 
tury endured six years’ confinement in 

the chateau. 

The castle has been restored only 
where it has been absolutely necessary. 
The wall and ceiling paintings of the| 
famous hall of justice and torture 
chamber have been repaired, but those 
in the chamber of the Duke of Savoy} 
are in almost perfect condition and 
have needed only a careful cleaning. 
In the course of the recent investiga- 
tions and researches in the castle dis- 
coveries have been made of the bases 
of columns that once must have sup- 
ported immense arches of the thir- 
teenth century pattern. ‘The castle 
contained a complete set of rare 
medieval wrought iron hearth furni- 
ture, including a turnspit, and to this 
has been added some especially well 
carved furniture of the fifteenth to the 
seventeenth century. 

The most popular portion of the cas- 
tle with tourists is the historic dun- 
geon, on the walls of which thousands 
of names have been written. Among 
them are those of Lord Byron, George 
Sand and Victor Hugo.

° |PEQPLES’ PARTY LINES 


Closely Followed by New Po- 
litical Organization 


REFORMERS’ COMBINATION 


Will Direct Their Efforts Toward 
Contributing to Defeat of Republi- 
cans and Democrats—Platform Calis 
For Scientific Legal Tender 


Louisville, April 4.—Under the name 
of the Allied People’s party of tha 
United States, a new political or- 
ganization was formed here yesterday, 
composed of reform elements opposed 
to the Democratic and Repthblican 
parties. 

The platform of the new organiza- 
tion embodies the platform adopted at 
the conference held’ in Kansas City last 
September when a call fur a convention 
was issued “te unlte reform forces 
against plutocracy.” It reatirins the 
spirit of the declaration of priuciples 
adopted at the national conventions 
of the People’s party in St. Louls, 
Omaha and Cincinnati, and the demand 
for the initiative and referendum. and 
the government ownership of all public 
utilities are its principal planks. 

While the People’s party, the 
Fusion Populists, the Socialists, the 
Referendum league, the Union Labor 
party and the United Christian party 
were represented on the floor of the 
convention by delegates, only two na- 
tional organizations, tie People’s 
party and the Public Ownership party, 
had given their delegates any au- 
thority to form an alliance. It is the 
hope, however, of the Allied People’s 
party that the other reform forces will 
decide to unite with the new organiza- 
tion. 

The convention was practicaliy doui- 
nated by the People’s party. At times 
discussions of a lively nature took 
place and for a time it »emed tLat the 
mevement Was about to fail, owing ta 
the unwillingness of a vumer of the 
People’s party delegates to 1aake any 
concessions to the other reform forces 
present. 

Under the plan of organization 
adopted the national committee of the 
People’s party, with J. A. Parker as its 
chairman, will remain intact, with the 
addition of three more tucimbers from 
Missouri, who will have one half a vote 
each, until the next national eonven- 
tion, this being a concession to the re- 
form forces of that staie. This com- 
mittee will have power to calla na- 
tional conveution and its hewlquarters 
Will be situated wherever the. hiirman 
desires. except thraa manths hataue an 
election, when they will be in St. Louis. 

The national cominittee will be com- 
posed of three membets from each 
State and territory, and an executive 
committee of seven will be selected 
from the country at large every four 
years at a national convention, 

The basis of repressatation will be 
five delegates at large frow every state 
and territory and one addition! dele- 
gate for every 1000 voters, based on the 
vote at the preceding ational elec- 
tion. 

In the plank on mnoney the platform 
adopted favors scientific money based 
upon the entire wealth of the people of 
the nation and uot redeemable in any 
specific commodity, but to be legal 
tender for all debts, public and private, 
and to be issued by the government 
only and without the Intervention of 
banks, sufficient in quantity to meet 
the requirements of commerce.

oleomargaribe and furnishes it for the 
use of others, except to lis own fam- 
fly, who shall mix with it any art!- 
ficial coloration that makes it look lke 
butter shal] be held to be a manu- 
facturer and shall be subject to the tax 
provided by existing law; that upon 
oleomargarine colored so as to resemble 
butter a tux of 10 cents a pound shall 
be levied, but upon oleomargarine not 
colored the tax shall ze 1-4 of Lcenta 
pound; that upon adulteruted butter a 
tax of 10 cents a pound shall be levied, 
and upon al! process or renvyated bvut- 
ter the tax shal! be 1-4 of 1 cent a pound. 
The manufacturers of process or reno 
yated or adulterated butter slall pay an 
annual tax of $600, the wholesale dez!- 
ers shall pay of tax of S480 cnd the re- 
tail dealers a tax of $48 per annum. 

The measure provides regulations for 
the collection of the tax and prescribes 
minutely how the various products are 
to be prepared for market. 

The senate bill to promote the ef- 
ficiency of the revenue cuiter service 
passed the house by a vote of 155 to 49. 
The opponents of the measure fought it 
to the last ditch. At the 
attempted a filibuster but were swept 
away by the overwhelming majority 
in favor of the measure.

Washington, April 4.—The house 
committee on labor yesterday ordered a 
favorable report on the eight-hour bill, 
so called, providing that in «very con- 
tract for work for the government it 
shall be specified that the work Is to 
be done on an eight-hour basis. This 
measure bas been strongly supported 
by labor organizations and opposed by 
the large concerns having contracts 
with the government. The favorable 
report was ordered without division.

LAMP WICKS.

) The Multitude of Styles Causes Trou- | 


ble For Sturckeepers. 

“You wouldn't think that people 
would bother to exchange a little thing 
like a lamp wick.” said a clerk in a 
general supply store, “but the fact is 
that we are asked to take back yards 
of the stuff. 

“Indeed, of all the commodities we 
handle none gives us more trouble than 
lamp wicks. There are at present 
about a thousand different kinds of 
lamps and oil stoves on the market, 
each with different sized burners, 
which naturally require as many differ- 
ent kinds of wick. We carry an end- 
less variety; still we cannot supply the 
wauts of our customers. This is pretty 
much their own fault, however, for in- 
stead of examining the old wick and 
finding out just what they need before 
they leave home they merely guess at 
its measurements, and when [| ask 
what Size they want they say: 

“‘Oh, about so big! 

“They leave me to go the rest of the 
way blindly. As a consequence I often 
make mistakes, and the next day they 
bring the wick back and want to ex- 
change it for something that will fit 
the burner. If they have taken the 
precaution to learn what they want, we 
aecommodate them, even though the 
returned wick does smell to heaven 
with oil. Through pursuing this pol- 
icy we now have hundreds of yards of 
wick on our hands that we can never 
dispose of, but this question of lamp 
wicks is so complex that there seems 
no remedy for the difficulty.”—New 
York Times. 


How to Learn to Sing. 

Lung power and capacity may be 
wonderfully increased and strengthen- 
ed by a constant repetition of the syl- 
lable “ah” on the three or four notes 
in the middle register of the voice— 
that is, the three or four notes which 
one sings most naturally and with the 
least effort. Let the pupil get one note 
clear cut, round, full and musical; then 
from that note as a starting point let 
him go up and down, gradually work- 
ing out the huskiness from the adja- 
cent notes and sounding them until 
they become pure and resonant and 
can be delivered without strain or ef- 
fort. 

Let him work systematically and, 
above all, avoid the pernicious trick of 
learning “pieces” by rote or by ear. 
His first effort should be to increase 
the purity and range of his voice, and 
to that end he should, as suggested 
above, use the broad syllable “ah” 
only for a time, and on no account 
should he try to sing an air until he 
can do so understandingly, with a full 
knowledge of musical notation and a 
perfect command of his vocal re- 
sources. 


Postoffices and Addresses.

master or any member of his family 
from giving out the addresses of pa- 
trons of the office. A person may be 
looking for some one whose address 
has been lost or misplaced. What is 
more natural than to go to the post- 
office and ask for the information? But 
the postmaster, if he obeys the regula- 
tions, will not give it. The government 
acts on the theory that it is not its busi- 
ness to disclose the whereabouts of the 
patrons 6f the postoffice. Debtors may 
be pursued by importunate creditors; 
young women may be subjected to un- 
pleasant attentions; hundreds of people 
for various reasons, good and bad, may 
desire to conceal from somebody their 
place of residence. It is not the busi- 
ness of the government to expose them 
to annoyance.—Youth’s Companion.

Providence, April 5.—The dissatis- 
faction among the mule spinners em- 
ployed in the cotton yarn and thread 
mills in this state has now approached 
the point where a strike seems im- 
minent. Unless the 
post notices today announcing their in- 
tention to increase waxes 10 percent, 
coincident with the general advance 
in all cloth mills, a strike of 500 mule- 
spinners, affecting more than 5000 
operatives, will probably result. 

The Rhode Island mulespi.ners on 
March 20 made a demand on the cloth 
manufacturers for an increase of 
Wages approximating 10 percent. The 
manufacturers were given until March 
27 to make reply. Dermands at this 
time were also made upon the yarnand 
thread manufacturers fora like in- 
crease.

&o.’s Weekly Review of Trade says: 
Labor controyersies continue to be the 
only seriously disturbing events in the 
industria! world, and while many dis- 
asreements have been promptly  get- 
tled, others have appeared to interrupt 
production and make manufacturers 
conservative about new undertakings. 
Retail distribution of spring wearing 
apparel received a check from the more 
inclement weather in muany localities, 
yet merchandise of most staple lines 
is purchased freely, and collections are 
satisfactory at nearly all points ' ex- 
cept in the south.

The character of the late Cecil Rhodes 
'is interestingly depicted in the follow- 
[ins article, which is an extract from 
| Mr. Howard Hensman’s “Cecil Rhodes,” 
published by Harper & Bros.: 

Mr. Rhodes’ second sister, Miss 
: Edith Rhodes, has for many years past 
performed the part of hostess at Groot 
Schuur, South Africa, and among the 
| Visitors at the house she is every whit 
{as popular as her brother. As most 
people are aware, Mr. Rhodes has nev- 
er married. Popular rumor has cred- 
|ited him with being a “woman hater,” 
which, however, is rather wide of the 
mark, as the following anecdote will 
show: Rhodes was once staying at a 
country house in England when a lady 
|ot the party made it in her way to 
question him on his reputed dislike for 
the opposite sex. “Will you tell me 
why you d%&like women, Mr. Rhodes?” 
she asked. “Has any member of the 
sex ever played you a nasty trick?’ 
“Indeed, no,” was Rhodes’ smiling re- 
Ply. “It is all a mistake, I assure you. 
jI cannot think where the idea came 
jfrom thot I dislike women. On the 
; contrary, I like and admire them very 
much, and I assure you that I realize 
the value of their help.” Despite this 
flenial, however, there is no doubt that 
Mr. Rhodes fights very shy of the fair 
SeX, 
| With regard to his indoor recreations, 
his great hobby is reading, in which 
his taste is very catholic. His favorite 
jSubject is history, especially the his- 
| tory of his own country. He is a great 
admirer of Froude and Carlyle and is 
leredited with knowing Gibbon almost 
by heart. Biography is another favor- 
, ite subject, and reference has been 
made already to his delight in classical 
| story. In fiction his favorite book is 
l“Vanity Fair,” which he enjoys more 
than any other book he bas ever read. 
With regard to his fondness for read- 
jing, he has often lamented that the 
; vast amount of work he bas to get 
| through daily prevents him from de- 
| voting more time to his books. 
| He is undoubtedly an opportunist— 
_there are few great men who are not. 
; He has been headstrong at times, very 
| notably immediately after the unfor- 
jtunate raid, when he flatly refused to 
| take any effort to recall Jameson from 


;and demands of the high commission- 
lor and the Cape government. On the 
other hand, he can be extremely pol- 
itic and diplomatic on occasions. In 
conversation he can be smooth and 
gentle, as again he can be abrupt and 
curt almost to the point of brutality. 
{By nature kindly and easeful, once he 
is offended or thwarted in his desires 
{he is obstinate and implacable. Slow 
to anger, he is slower still to forgive. 

There is a certain cynicism in his na- 
j ture which displays itself rather prom- 
jinently at times, but this quality has 
‘heen much overrated by many writers. 
| The oft quoted phrase to the effect that 
jhe never met a man whom he could 
{not buy was, it may be authoritatively 
| stated, never used by him. The germ 
'of this fiction is to be found in the fact 
ithat one day many years ago, when 
'diseussing his proposed telegraph wire 
| from one end of Africa to the other, 
| somebody asked bim how he proposed 

to carry it across the Sudan, which was 
jthen under the domination of the kha- 
‘lifa. “Ob, leave it to me,” Rhodes an- 
swered. “I never met the man yet that 
11 could not come to an agreement with, 
and I shall be able to fix things up 
| with the khalifa right enough when the 
| times comes.” 

The keynote of Rhodes’ whole life is 
| unconventionality, and unconventional- 
‘ity, it must be confessed, he carries at 
times to extreme limits. In illustra- 
| tion of his original methods of conduct- 
jing business it may be mentioned that 
|a great part of Lis work is transacted 
/in all sorts of out of the way places. 
Iie has been seen standing in the 
streets of Kimberley tranquilly writing 
' checks with as much disregard for his 
/ surroundings as though he were in the 
| privacy of his own office. 


Ove of the many instances of the 
jsublime audacity by which the late 
iCecil Rhodes, the diamond king of 
;South Africa, reached his power is 
that of a visit he once puid toe Roths- 
childs, says the New York World. He 
{was then a young man and in the first 
frenzy of success in bis diamond min- 


ing. To carry out his consolidation 
schemes he needed rich allies. The 
| Rothschilds deliberated. After all, 


they knew nothing of this ambitious 
young man.. 

“Come in a few days,” they said, 
“and we will give you our answer.” 

“Sir,” said the young speculator, “I 
svill call upon you again in half an 
hour. If you have not then decided 
what to do, I shall go elsewhere.” 
Whereupon they saw he was not to 
be trified with, and Rhodes went back 
to Africa with the Rothschilds’ finan- 
cial backing. ; 

When Rhodes was trying to consoli- 
date the diamond business, a time ar- 
rived when he was obliged to consult 
the other men then in control of the 
mines. ‘These were Alfred Beit and 
Barney Barnato. The matter was dif- 
ficult to arrange. Each man hated to 
make concessions. So the three sat 
together till 4 o'clock in the morning, 
Rhodes urging, arguing. persuading. 
Finally the other two gave way, Mr. 
Rarnato observing: “Some people baye 


a 


a fancy for this thing, some for that 
thing, but you have a fancy for mak- 
ing an empire. Well, I suppose we 
must give it to you.” 

Once General Gordon told Rhodes of 
the offer that had been made him by 
the Chinese government after the sub- 
jugation of the Taipings. It was noth- 
ing less than a roomful of gold. 

“What did you do?” asked Rhodes, 

“Refused it, of course,” said Gordon. 
“What would you bave done?’ 

“I should have taken it,” declared 
the Colossus, “and as many more room- 
fuls as they would have given me. It 
is of no use for us to have big ideas if 
we have not the money to carry them 
out.” 

There are not many men of promi- 
nence in the present generation who 
have not had to realize at one time or 
another what 2 mighty power this Cecil 
Rhodes has but many seasons 
Ago a famous American millionaire and 
hewspaper proprietor occupied for a 
time a suit of rooms at the Burlington 
hotel in London that completely con- 
formed to his fastidious requirements. 
On leaving he complimented the man- 
agement of the hotel and definitely en- 
gauged the rooms for the following sea- 
son. 

On his return, however, there was a 
difficulty. The rooms were occupied. 
The proprietor hesitated. 

“But that makes no difference,” said 
the great journalist blandly. “Let the 
present occupants have other rooms, 
better rooms if you have them. I will 
make up the difference financially, but 
I must have these.” 

“My dear sir,” cried the proprietor, 
“you are trying to buy off the richest 
man in the world! Cecil Rhodes has 
your rooms!” 

And he kept them. 

When premier of Cape Colony, Mr. 
Rhodes opened an extension of the 
Cape Town Suburbav railway. Many 
notable persons gathered for the occa- 
sion. Everything was in readiness for 
the ceremony when it was discovered 
that the central figure missing. 
Messengers were dispatched in all di- 
rections, and presently the prime min- 
ister was found taking a bath in the 
neurby bay. Realizing the situation, 
he hastily abandoned his swim and 
with head still dripping declared the 
line open for trattic. The story has 
often been told as illustrating the great 
man’s contempt for formality or eti- 
quette of any sort. 

Rhodes has had a horror of death. 
Mortimer Menpes, the artist, who has 
seen much of Rhodes at home, has 
written of him: 

“We were both talking of growing 
old. As I sat by this great man and 
heard him talk I realized the horror 
he had of it. 1 thought of the work he 
had set himself to do. The pathos of 
the thing almost overpowered me, and 
I burst out with: ‘Rhodes, you'll never

be old. Your mind is young and you 
are young. You must always be a 
boy! 


“Rhodes loved me for it and kept re- 
peating in an exultant way: ‘I am a 
boy! iam a boy! Of course I shall 
never grow old!’ 

“He arew tiuself- up, thie huge body 
of his, and said, ‘I never felt youn- 
ger!” 

Here is another Menpes story: 

“Then I talked of the romance of his 
life, and Rhodes listened delightedly 
simply because my thoughts ran paral- 
lel to his. ‘Of course I am romantic,’ 
he said. ‘Why do I love my garden? 
Because I love to dream there. Why 
not come and dream with me in my 
garden at Kenilworth? Come tomor- 
row morning.’ 

“IT went in the morning and did 
dream with Rhodes for hours; yes, 
certainly it was for bours, for we had 
no breakfast that morning.” 


MARCONIGRAMS IN WATER. 


Wires Fell Overboard Without In- 
terrupting Communication. 

A remarkable story of the workings 
of the Marconi system of wireless te- 
legraphy was told by Operator Brook- 
er of the Cunarder Umbria on that 
vessel’s arrival at New York from Liv- 
erpool the other morning, says the 
New York Times. According to Mr. 
Brooker, be was in communication 
with the east bound Cunarder Campa- 
nia at 6 o'clock Saturday afternoon 
(March 29) and had received about 
eight messages from that liner when 
one of the Umbria’s officers came into 
the Marconi bouse and told him that 
his wires were overboard. 

Brooker responded that there must 
be a mistake, as he was still in com- 
munication and the instruments were 
working perfectly. On investigation, 
however, he found that what the offi- 
cer had said was true and that the 
wires were trailing in the sea along- 
side the liner, the ends being kept out 
of the water by means of the bamboo 
spreader that separates the wires near 
the top of the mast, which, with the 
wires, had also fallen into the water.

Heme of the Ropublican opponents of

The bill will be brought up tomorrow 
as a revenue bill, which is privileged 
under the rules, but no special order 
will be brought,in for its consideration.

While some of 
these amendments might command 
some Republican votes if they should 
actually come to a vote, they will be 
ruled out of order, and the only method 
by which they can be reached would 
be by overruling the decision of the 
chair. The Republican leaders feel 
assured that none of these propositions 
will come to an actual vote. 

The only amendments whieh will he 
held to be germane and in order will 
be those increasing or decreasing the 
amount of the concession 11d the lead- 
ers feel reasonably safe in the predie- 
tion that the caucus decision for 20 per- 
cent reduction will stand. It is their 
hope that on the final vote the bill will 
be passed by Republican + otes. 

The Chinese exclusion bill, which 
will come to a final vote today, wilil 
command practically every vote in the 
house. 

The expectation of the friends of the 
Chinese exclusion bill is that its con- 
sideration by the senate will be con- 
eluded by the middle of the present 
week. The Philippine government bill 
will be taken up immediately after- 
wards. This bill probably will occupy 
attention for a considerably longer 
time than has any measure since the 
Philippine tariff bill was passed, and 
the Democratic members of the com- 
mittee on the Philippines are now very 
industriously engaged in preparing for 
the debate.

WORK FOR FINAL PEACE 


Sixto Lopez Says He Is Will- 
ing to Undertake It 


FIRST WANTS INTIMATION 


As to the Ultimate Status of the Fill- 
pinos—Opposed to Forcible Subju- 
gation When Desired Ends Can Be 


Peaceably Obtained 


Boston, April 8.—Sixto lopez, who 
bas recently arrived in this city from 
the far east, in an interview yesterday 
announced that he was prepared to re- 
turn to the Philippines and gecure 
final peace, provided the United States 
gives some intimation to the Filipinos, 
not necessarily of their immediate, but 
of their ultimate status. Senor Lopez 
prefaced his interview with a denial of 
one said to have been given by him in 
Winnipeg and published in this city last 
Thursday, 

Regarding the order preventing Lis re- 
turn to the Philippines, he said that the 
American authorities did not object to 
his landing in Manila provided he took 
the oath of allegiance. He 
however, to take it, Le cid not 
believe that any one had a right to in- 
terfere with his liberty of couscience. 
He said he was prepared to take oath 
hot to aid or abet resistance to Amer- 
ican authority in the Philippines, Le 
did not see why the allegiimce provi- 
sion Was insisted upon, tuless it was 
due toa misapprehension of hist otives 
and the belief that he was + pposed to 
peace. Asa matter of fact he says that 
he has been accused by ‘is own peo- 
ple of being too friendly v"th Amer- 
icans. 

He says he is opposed to forcible sub- 
jugation. when desired ends can be 
obtained by peaceable methods. Ite 
says he is less oppose to the admin- 
istration’s polley as time advances, be- 
cause of the increasing tendeney to do 
that for which he has been appealing, 
that is that the F ipinos shoukl be 
Siete ‘ ye 
Status. if the bE ilipinos shonld be 
again accorded to the clementury civil 
right of Pberty to express thelr opin- 
ions, Senor Lopez says he is prepared 
to urg This, 
he says, would be his chief object in 
going to the Philippines, for he be- 
lieves he could make such representa- 
tions to Malvar as would induce him 
to cease fighting. He says he has 
reuson to believe, that whem bis object 
Was explained by Mr, ‘Terrell and Cap- 
tain Dwyer to the civil cuthorities at 
Manila, they were favorable to the 
proposal, but General Chaffee would 
not listen to it. 

In conclusion Senor Lopez says that 
he believes that his task in securing 
peace would be an easy onelf Dr. 
Schurmann’s proposals ¢ re carried into 
effect.

CECIL RHODES’ FOND HOPE, 


His Dream of Trans-Atlantic Great- 


ness Set forth

it is merely a collection of disjoimted 
ideas, hurriedly put together by the 
colossus, as a summary of a long cen- 
versation held betweeu himself and Mr.

Rhodes’ international and individual 


life is embraced. Perhaps it can best 
be summarized as an argument in favor 
of the organization of a secret society, 
ov the lines of the Jesuit order, for the 
promotion of the peace and welfare of 
the world, and the establishment of ap 
American-British federation, with ab- 
solute home the component 
parts. 

Mr. Rhodes ¢ ommenced with deciar- 
ing that the * * to his idea for the de 
velopment of the Euglish-speaking race 
was the foundation of a “society copied, 
as to organization, from the Jesuits.”

>The Swiss, it is said, have a rule 
or a law, whether written or unwritten 
we do not know, that no statue shall be 
erected of any man until he has been 
dead twenty-five years at least. One 
good result of sach a law is that it pre- 
vents setting up many needless statues, 
because by the time a, man has been 
dead twenty-five years, a good share of 
bis merely personal admirers are dead 
too, and unless he really had something 
especial to commend him for the honor 
there is nobody to urge it. In this 
state, the statue craze would be feeble 
if it were fairly. understood that the 
twenty-five year test were to be rigidly 
applied. When Benjamin F. Butler 
has been dead twenty-five years nobody 
willcare whether he has a statue or not. 
Nobody cares very much about it now 
except those remaining men who were 
his political partisans when he was 
alive, and they do not care enough 
about it to contribute out of their own 
pockets the funds for a statue. The 
agitation over this matter is simply a 
continuation of General Butler’s polit- 
ical campaigns, concerning which there 
will be small interest when this gener- 
ation has gone by.—New Bedford 
Standard. 


De The country has been agreeably 
surprised by the conservatism of the 
president. There has been little of 
that impetuousness in action which 
people “had come to-expect from Mr. 
Roosevelt. - The suddenness of the apn- 
nouncement that the Northern Securi- 
ties company matter was to be taken 
into the courts has been the single in- 
cident which had anything of really 
dashing character about it. The im- 
mense weight of executive responsibil- 
ity has wrought a sobering change in 
the Rough Rider whose accession to 
the office. was viewed with serious ap- 
prehensions by thoughtful people.

He realizes the greater signiti- 
cance and importance of his action 
now, and is less sure than he used to 
be that his first Impression is necessarily 
right. He is anxious to get other 
points of view, and is ready to abandon 
a course to which he was at first 
strongly inclined if cogent arguments 
as to its unwisdom are submitted. The| 
danger of Mr. Roosevelt's situation 
now is that he may lean too far toward 
the politicians who would sap his in- 
dependence, and thus may lose the 
strength with the people which he will | 
surely need to depend upon, sooner or 
later.—New York Post.

THE H HOTEL BILL. 


Senator Se Explains His 
Position—Senate Kills it. 


Senator Sprague of Quincy was a 
prominent tigure in the Senate on 
Tuesday during the debate on the bill 
permitting the sale of liquor by inn 
holders to their guests on the Lord's 
day and until midnight under regula- 
tions of the police commissioners. 

A perfecting amendment was first 
adopted, on motion of Mr. Sprague. 
chairman of the committee on liquor 
law by a vote of 18 to 12. 

Senator Jones of Middlesex expressed 
surprise at the attitude of Mr. Sprague 
upon this legislation, which has 
changed since last year. Mr. Jones re- 
called Mr. Sprague’s eloquence in 
debate a year ago in opposition to any 
amendment of the so-called semi-colon 
law when the Massachusetts Hotel 
Association petitioned for similar 
legislation. He could not fully under- 
stand why the senator from Norfolk 
had changed his position. 

Senator Sprague explained, in reply, 
that he had learued something since 
last year. No one, said he was more 
opposed than himself to the nefarious 
rum traflic, and no one would sooner 
see it stamped out than he. But he 
realized that this was impossible, and 
he favored a proper regulation of the 
business. 

He had visited the police commis- 
sioners and believed them to be honor- 
able. respectable men, who were en- 
deavoring to do their duty inthe en- 
forcement of the law in Boston, and 
with one of them he had on Easter 
Sunday number of 
second class hotels. On this tour he 
had found no one drinking ‘hard’? 
liquor nor had he seen any intoxicated 
persons. He drew attention to the fact 
that the police commisisoners recom- 
mend to some hotelkeepers that no 
women be allowed.

Then, 
by a vote of 13 to 20, the Senate re- 
fused to order the bill to a third read- 
ing, whereupon Senator W. T. A. 
Fitzgerald moved to reconsider the 
vote. ‘This motion was placed in the 
order of the day for tomorrow. 


GILLETT'S: STAGE. 


Sixty Years Ago site Only Convey- 
ance to Boston. 


Does it seem possible that there ever 
was atime when the only conveyance 
to Boston was by stage, and that only 
one round trip was made per day? Such 
were the circumstances less than sixty 
years ago, and a few Quincy people 
can recall them. It was not until 1845 
that the Old Colony Railroad, now the 
N. Y., N. H. H. system, was opened 
for general business. 

As early as 1861 there was a horse 
railway to Boston, but it was not 
successful, and was discontinued. 

The finding of the old well! on the lot 
adjoining the Ledger oftice, this week, 
recalls Gillett’s Quincy & Boston stage. 
Mr. Simon Gillett had his stable on 
this site and in the first issue of the 
Quincy Patriot in 1837 he advertised as 
follows: 

**Simon Gillett keeps constantly to 
let at his stable, adjoining 
Brigham «& Co.'s _ store, 
chaises, 
horses. *’

Mrs. Ida McKinley, whose life was 
wrapped up in every action and word 
of William McKinley as he received 


the plaudits of his fellow man as con- 


gressman, governor, candidate and 
president, lives in the past more than | 
in the present. Her one desire is to 
pay homage to her dead husband. ‘To | 


that end she has daily made visits to 
the vault in Westlawn cemetery, at 
Canton, O., which holds the body of 
her husband, says the New York 
World. 

For her convenience at the yault a 
rocking chair has been placed in the 
house of the dead near the McKinley 
casket. A heavy rug on the floor pro- 
tects her from dampness. When she 
enters the tomb, she is always clothed 
in heayy wraps, so as to prevent any 
cold from getting hold on her system. 

The guards of national soldiers on 
duty have come to regard her daily vis- 
it to the vault as sacred, and they ex- 
tend to her the most profound sympa- 
thy and attention. Visitors to the cem 
etery who witness her enter the yault 
bearing with her daily her offering of 
flowers, which she bedews with tears 
ere she lays them on the casket, stand 
in silence and utmost respect. 

Her daily visit of love and honor to} 
the cemetery is not completed at the 
tomb of her husband. She drives far- 
ther into the cemetery grounds proper 
and lays a tribute of flowers and sheds 
tears over the graves of her two infaut 
daughters. All her hopes and her best 
friends lie moldering in Westlawn cem- 
etery. 

The home life of Mrs. McKinley 
it has been for ten or fifteen years past, 
save, of course, that part which con 
nected her In word and deed with her 
husband, who shared his time with 
her as much as possible. 
rising and retirng wheu she feels 
all well are systematic. The members 
of ber household follow everything on 
schedule time. All meals are prompt- 
ly served at a fixed hour. Her wants 
are cared for as closely as possible. 

Her bosoin companion and. attendant 
now is Miss Mozer. Mrs. McKinley's 
sister, Mrs. Barber, bas practically de- 
voted all ber time to Mrs. 
since the late president’s death. If) 
Mrs. Barber is compelled to be away 
for a day or more, Miss Mary Barber or 
some other member of the family re 
mains at Mrs. McKinley’s home. 

In diversions Mrs. McKinley’s chief | 
pastime, as the people in genera) know, 
has been making fancy slippers. Mrs. 
McKinley reads considerably herself, 
but has more read to her. She occa- 
sionally writes a letter in ber own 
hand, but that is rare. Faithful attend- 
ants do the work for ber. 

Mrs. McKinley is not always able to 
see all visitors, but when she is able 
she is as courteous to stranger as to 
friend of long standing. Her health, 
according to a statement made repeat- 
edly by her attending physicians, is as 
good now as it bas been at any time in 
the last ten years. Her mind is keen 
and active. Her sensitive nature, of 
course, still feels poignantly the grief 
that so suddenly came to her in the loss 
of ber husband last September, and at 
times she gives way to ber emotions 
and seems upable to control herself. 
But constant friends seek to prevent 
such emotions as much as possible. Her 
daily drives are continued by ber own 
desire and by the advice of her phy- 
sician. Her interest in people and 
things seen during her drives has in- 
creased in recent months to a marked 
extent. 

Of plans for the summer there has 
been no great discussion at Mrs. Me- 
Kinley’s bome. It is well 
among her infimate friends and the 
members of ber housebold that she de- 
sires to remain in Canton. Ludeed it is 
doubtful whether she could be 
contented to remain away from there 
any length of time. Her one great 
eomfort consisting in a daily visit te 
the vault which contains ber busband’s 
body, she would, her friends know, 
pine for a return.

Just as a Delegation of Spanish Agi-

Brussels, April 10.—King 
Was wobbed by Socialists 
afternoon, on his arrival here from 
Biarrits. The meeting between the 
Socislists and the king was quite ac- 
cidental, but it was none the less 
pleasant for lis majesty, whose auto- 
mobile was surrounded by excited So- 
cialists, who shouted: “Long live the 
republic! Long live universal suff- 
rage!” and waved red flags in the king's 
face. 

The Socialists had collected at the 
railroad station to bid farewell to the 
members of a delegation of Spanish 
Republican deputies, who had at- 
tended the Socialist gatherings here, 
and who had participated in Tuesday 
uight’s demonstration. The police ves- 
terday informed the Spaniards that 
they must leave Brussels forthwith and 
the delegates were escorted to the sta- 
tion by a large gathering of Socialists 
bearing red fags. The king happened 
to arrive at the same time, and had dif- 
ficulty in getting his automobile out of 
the crowd, but finally he found an open 
ing and outdistanced his pursuers. 

The smashing of windows, revolver- 
firlaog and other disorders continued 
here throughout the evening. A crowd 
ef rioters, marching towards the suburb 
of Schaerbeek, drove three policemen 
intoacafe. ‘The rioters looted thiscafe 
and wounded all! three of the policemen 
by revolver shots. Reinforcements of 
gendarmes have been sent to Schaer- 
beek. 

At Liege the rioters smashed the 
windows of a Jesuit chure!: and semi- 
nary. A deputy named Troclet 
among the persons wounded there. 

The anti-Catholic agitation culmi- 
nated in a riot here last night. A 
thousand Socialists attended a meeting 
and afterwards marched to Sentin 
street, where they stoned the house of 
a Catholic deputy. The police charged 
the rioterge with drawn swords. A 
number of rioters were severely in- 
jured and 20 were arrested.

The barge Paxinos, which was in tow 
of the Williamsport, went ashore on 
Pollock Rip right after the collision. 
Ceptain Smith of that craft, on seeing 
the barge strike the steamer, cast off 
his hawser and let go his anchors. But 
he did net get the hooks down quick 
enough and the Paxinos settled light- 
ly on the shoal. The crew of the barge 
came very near being lost. The sea 
was very rough and the men got 
thoroughly frightened, until all, Cap- 
tain Smith and four men, took to the 
small boat. This was just after day- 
break, when the Monomoy life suving 
crew, having seen the wreck, had 
started from the beach for the barge.

TORTURE MACHINES. 


Curious Instruments That Were 
ised In the Middle Ages. 

In an old tower in Nuremburg there 
is 2 room set apart especially for the 
preservation uf the curious iustruments 
of torture used during the uncertain 
period historically referred to as the 


middle ages. . 
In that room you can see thumb- 


screws of the must approved pattern 
closely arranged along shelves filled 
with “liar helmets” and “bridles” for 
gossiping women. One horrid relic, 
called the “spike wheel,” is a heavy 
eylinder, on one side of which stand 
out two or more score of sharp iron 
spikes. In days of old when an of- 
fender had been sentenced to undergo 
a “rolling’’ he was stripped naked and 
firmly bound on a plank, face down. 
In this position the “spike wheel” was 
slowly dragged up and down his back, 
the number of times depending upon 
the gravity of the crime and the word- 
ing of the sentence. 

Iu several instances the poor victims 
were prodded so full of holes that they 
died before they could be removed from 
the plank. When death was intended 
the number of “rolls” was not speci- 
fied, but double length spikes, heated 
redhot, were put in the surface of the 
cylinder. This mode of carrying out 
capital punishment was hardly as ex- 
peditious as the guillotine, but it was 
equally as Certain, 

Pictures In Japanese Temples. 

The votive pictures (yema) of Japa- 
nese temples are an outgrowth of an 
old custom. In ancient times departec 
warriors were honored by offerings of 
sake and rice placed before their tab- 


Jets and tombs. As the idea gained 
ground that their spirits hovered 


around their graves besides food a cer- 
tain number of spotiess white horses 
were provided with which these spir- 
itual worthies might take recreation. 
Sy it became the custom in wealthy 
Shinto temples to keep one of these 
sacred animals. There were many 
shrines that could no. afford to buy a 
white horse, so the next best thing was 
to get a picture of one; hence the name 
yema (picture horse) from ye (a -pic- 
ture) and uma (a horse). 

The use of the yema was first con- 
fined to the Shinto religion, but the 
Buddhists took kindly to the custom. 
The word yema has long lost its prim- 
itive meaning and has become a ge- 
neric name for every picture hung up 
in Shinto shrines or Buddhistie tem- 
ples.

This was true in 
the case of the troops of every nation 
in China. It was true during the three 
weeks he commanded the Americans 
there. 

But the same thing occurred, later, 
when he was no longer in commavd. 
No protest was made and he bad every 
right to believe that his acts were ap- 
proved, so tar us the Amerienn forces 
were concerned, Le knew they vere 
approved by those of other nations. 

“It is impossible to conceive such 
treachery as that of the natives of 
Samar,” said the major. “They reyol 
in blood and have an appetite for 
wanton sacrilege of the human Yody.

They sue- 
ceeded, however, in locking up their 
prisoner, Joseph Thomas, 23 years old, 
a laborer, who is booked upon two 
charges, disturbance and assault on an 
officer, 

Shortly before 1 o'clock Vatrolman 
Dearborn saw Thomas and several com- 
panions alight from a Boston car. 
They started up Veashington street, 
and were warned by the officer tomake 
less noise. Refusing to heed the ad- 
vice, Dearborn started to place Thomas 
under arrest. He had no sooner done 
so than he was set upon by the rest 
of the party. Warding off their blows 
as best he could he hurried his man in 
the direction of the poliee station. At 
the same time. it is claimed, Thomas 
turned and struck the officer in the 
face. 

The disturbance was heard by Ser- 
geant Purcell, who was standing in the 
square some distance away, and, a¢c- 
companied by his son, io hastened to 
aid Dearborn. About this time four 
ears from Boston pulled into the 
square and many of their occupants, 
seing the trouble, hastened to the 
rescue of the prisoner. More than 200 
fersons joined in the mixup, directing 
all their efforts against the officers. 

When within 20 yards of the station 
house, the officers made a stand. Draw- 
ing their clubs, they struck right and 
left With but little effect other than to 
increase the anger of the crowd. They 
closed in on the two officers and rained 
kicks and blows upon them as they 
stood hemmed in and unable to move. 

Sergeant Purcell was kicked in the 
back and fell to the ground, losing his 
helmet. Dearborn at the same time 
Was tripped up, and together with the

prisoner rolled into the street. ie 
gaining their feet they struck blow 


after blow with their clubs, with telling 
effect. Assisted by Patrolman  Bos- 
worth, who had been summoned, they 
succeeded in locking their man up. 
‘The.mob followed the men to the sta- 
tion and filled the street until dis- 
persed by the officers, who were once 
more obliged to use their clubs. 
Sergeant Purcell had his helmet and 
badge taken away, and the uniforms 
of both men were completely ruined. 
They were bleeding profusely from 
numerous cuts and were badly bruised 
Thomas was also roughly han#<u and 
Dr. Utley, after ntcending to the offi- 
cers, took two stitches in his head.

An- 
other of the crowd drew a short iron 
bar from under his coat, and in an in- 
stant both bar and ciub were raining 
a shower of terrible blows upon the 
Officer's head. Suddenly one of the 
blows, more forcible than the rest. 
Staggered the victim, and he sank to 
the ground, his assailants meanwhile 
keeping up their brutal work. After 
terribly beating their victim the men 
ran rapidly away.

Closed on Account of Strike 

New Bedford, Mass., April 14.—For 
the first time in 47 years the plant of 
the New Bedford Cordage company is 
practically shut down on account of 
a strike, over two-thirds of the 300 or 
more operatives employed there being 
out, having struck for an advance of 
10 percent in wages. The wages of the 
operatives range from $4.06 per week 
to about $7, and men who get the $7

London, April 14.—The announcement 


of the presence at Pretoria of the 
Orange Free State and Transvaal Iead- 


ers and generals who have been at 
Klerksdorp considering terms of peace, 


has caused a decided increase in the 
hopefulness of the public concerning 
the possibilities of peace. 

The expectations aroused by the con- 
ference at Pretoria have been further 
heightened by the mevements of Secre- 
tary Chamberlain and other members 
of the cabinet in London as well as evi- 
dences that important dispatches are 
passing between Lord Kitchenerandthe 
government. A conference of 
bers of the cabinet was held Saturday 
night in Mr. Chamberlain’s house. Mr. 
Chamberlain, War Secretary Brodrick, 
Chancellor of the Exchequer Hicks- 
Beach and the Duke of Devonshire, 
president of the countil, were present. 

The terminated atl 
o'clock Sunday morning and yesterday 
Mr. Chamberlain and several of the 
colonial office officials were in their of- 
fices. between 
them and Mr. Hicks-Beach at his resi- 
dence. Mr. Chamberlain to 
Buckingham palace after- 
noon and remained with King Edward 
for two hours. During the afternoon 
messengers carried dispatches from the 
foreign office to Lord Salisbury, who, 
with Mr. Balfour, the government 
leader in the house of common %, Wasat 
Hatfield House.

The fact 
that Mr. Hicks-Beach was engaged in 
his office. most all day is taken in some 
quarters to indicate a modification of 
ithe budget statement. 

There appears to be no doubt that the 
Boer leaders have communicated the 
results of their deliberations to Lord 
Kitchener, Attempts will be made in 
parliament today to draw out what in- 
formation the government has on the 
South African situation and to learn its 
intentions, but it is not expected that 
the government can forecast the prob- 
able outcome of the negotiations.

TO RESTOCK THE FARMS 


Concession Made to Boers by 
the British 


POINTS IN WAR BUDGET 


Will Meet With Opposition In Parlia- 
ment, but Will Ultimately Be Ap- 
proved—Hicks-Beach Praises Valor 


of Boers and Hopes For Friendship 


London, April 15.—Not for many 
years had Great Britain's fiscal pro- 
Sram been awaited with such interest 
as that which attached to this year’s 
announcement, and there is no doubt 
that all the proposals contained in it 
Will be adopted. It is equally certain 
that none of these proposals will meet 
With the unanimous approval! of either 
side of the house. 

More important, perhaps, than the 
curious forms of the new taxation is 
the statement. made by Mr. Hicks- 
Beach, the chancellor of the exchequer, 
that the government had acceded to 
the Boer demand concerning the re- 
stocking of farms. 

The Associated Press learns, upon ex- 


cellent authority, that the principal 
provision of the budget, namely, the 


treasury loan of £82,000,000, upon which 
Hicks-Beach was remarkably reti- 
cent, has a serious bearing upon the 
peace question. There appears to bea 
very strong belief in the cabivet, that, 
owing to the expected early termina- 
tion of the war, this £32,000,000 will 
never be needed. When that section 
of the budget gets to the committee 
stage, the peace negotiations will prob- 
ehape that 
Hicks-Beach will be able to announcea 
diminution of yesterday's estimate. In 
any case, this loan will probably be 
called up on in small installments,

to indicate that the government has 
strong hopes of a speedy issue of the 
negotiations now progressing at Pre- 
toria between the Boer leaders, al- 
hough it wishes to impress the world 
in general, and the Boers in particular, 
With its ability and determination to 
push the war to a finish should 
the British terms of peace be refused. 

Mr. Hicks-Beach is seldom dramatic, 
but when he referred yesterday to the 
government's intention to restock the 
Boer, as well as the colonial farms, his 
voice rose to an eloquent pitch. His 
gestures, as he spoke in praise of the 
valor of the Boers and expressed his 
hopes for subqseuent friendship be- 
tween Briton and Boer, took the house 
with him, and the cheers, especially 
from the opposition, prevented the 
speaker from continuing his speech for 
several moments. During this pause 
the chancellor of the exchequer turned 
towards Mr. Chamberlain, the co- 
lonial secretary, who sat pale and mo- 
tlonless and palpably none too pleased 
at this official presentation of his “un- 
conditional surrender” formula. 

Summed up, the chancellor's state- 
ment shows a total ordinary expendl- 
ture for 1902-03 estimated at $645,597,- 
000, with war charges amounting to 

227,250,000, making a grand total of 
$873,045,000, which Is $64,965,000 be- 
low the total of 1901-02. 

The chancellor estimated the total 
ordinary deficit for the present year at 
$134,120,000. To the deficit must he 
added about $85,000,000 additional war 
expenditure. The estimated revenue 
for this year, on the basis of the present 
taxation, is $738,925,000, not including 
the cost of gratuities at the end of the 
war, the transporting of troops home, 
ete. The grand total deficit is $225,000,-

A penny tax is imposed on dividend 
warrants and 2-penny stamps must be 
placed on checks, instead of I-penny, 
as heretofore. 

A duty of 5 pence per cwt is imposed 
on flour.

The chancellor denied that the regis- 
tration of duties on wheat and flour 
violated the principles of free trade, or 
would increase the cost of food. He 
thought the duties recklessly had been 
abandoned and declared their remis- 
sion did not reduce the price of food. 

The opinions gathered by The As- 
sociated Press in interviews with mem- 
bers of the house of commons indicate 
the existence of a considerable di- 
vergence of ideas with regard to the 
new taxation, which, . although com- 
paratively unimportant in the revenue 
it will yield, affects important eco- 
zomie vrinciples which have hitherto

been held rather sacred by 
schools of English politicians. 
In the house of commons, the general 
debate on the budget followed party 
lines, The house divided on the corn 
and flour duties resolution, which was 
adopted by a vote of 254 to 135.

She made a brief addressand 
alluded to her recent experiences with 
the brigands of Bulgaria. Miss Stone 
said she had received messages from 
far away as Tasmania in the south to 
China and India in the east, that 
prayers had been offered for her, and 
she was glad to bear testimony that 
she had been “delivered out of the 
lion—I had almost said the mouth of 
hell,” she said. She concluded with an 
expression of belief that her release 
had been a matter of providential in- 
terposition.

| BRUSSELS IS TRANQUIL 


But Situation In Other Parts 
of Be'gium Is Serious 


BATTLE OF THE SOCIALISTS 


For Universal Suffrage Without Being 


Weighted Down With Provisions |

Brussels, April 15.—Yesterday passed 
here in perfect tranquillity. Several 
meetings were held in the suburbs dur- 
ingtheevening. Socialist leaders made 
violent speeches In the vicinity of the 
Maison du Peuple last evening, but or- 
der was maintained. This fact was 
mainly due to the conspicuous absence 
of the police, especially the gendar- 
merie, whose excess of zeal has been 
the chief cause of collisions during the 
past fewdays. ‘hecivic guard formed 
in cordons around the Maison du Peuple 
and their-sensible attitude kept the 
crowds in good humor. 

Dispatches from the mining and in- 
dustrial regions indicate the existence 
of a serious situation with regard to 
the strike. This hay even extended 
to the Textilo workersat Ghent. Ex- 
cept from Huy, no reports of grave dis- 
turbances have beew received. At 
Huy the striking quarrymen had an en- 
counter with the geudarmes in which 
several men on both sides were in- 
jured. Ove gendarme was fatally 
wounded and another escaped by | 
swimming the river.

There aretwo 
upper classes of voters, one with three 
votes, the other with two votes each, 
according to station and education. 
The Socialists show that this systern 
was engineered so as virtually to dis- 
franchise the workingmen. The 
populous centres now demand “one 
man, one vote,” and that the age of 
voting be 21. 

At the general election two years ago 
83 Radicals, 33 Socialists and 8 Roman 
Catholics were returned. The two 
former sections have, since, combined 
as an anti-clerical party to force the 
Socialist program of universal suffrage 
with an increased number of deputies. 
The government wishes to take the 
votes on the provisional credits first, 
promising to introduce the question of 
revision afterward. The opposition 
distrusts this, fearing that once the 
credits are voted the house will be dis- 
solved. 

The fact that King Leopold favors 
universal suffrage, while the govern- 
ment must recognize the real danger

It 
had been intended earlier in the ses- 
sion to have all of the Philippine de- 
bate take place over the tariff bill, and 
it will be recalled that the Democrats 
occupied many days in discussing gen- 
eral Philippine conditions. It was then 
planned by the Republicans to say 
nothing when the civil government bill 
came up, more than to explain its 
terms, and it was expected that the 
Democrats would be pretty well talked 
out, too, and ready to join in an early 
adjournment program. 

Buta series of sensations haschanged 
all this, beginning with the Waller 
charges, Waller's counter charges 
against General Smith, supported by 
the Major Gardner report and that of 
the provincial secretary of Batangas.

Democratic senators 
will bring out in the congressional 
record all of the testimony that has 
been adverse tothe imperialistic pol- 
icy, andthe probabilities now are for 
fn prolonged discussion with its neces- 
sary effect in delaying adjournment. 

Another topic which will occasion 
some delay is the canal.

St. Petersburg, April 14. mwinls- 
ter of the interior, M.

offices by a man who held,a pistol close 
to the minister. 

M. Sipiaguine was on his way to at- 
tend a meeting of the committee of min- 
isters. He had just entered the office 
of the imperial council when the as- 
sassin, who had drivem up in a ¢ar- 
rlage, approached and hauded him a 
folded paper, saying ue had been 
charged to deliver it by Grand Duke 


Sergius. The minister stretched out 
his hand to take the document, when 


the assassin fired five shots at him. 
Three of the bullets struck M,  Sipia- 
suibe and one wounded his servant. 

The assassin did not resist arrest. 
He said his name was Balschauett and 
that he was a student at Kieff, where 
he had been sentenced to compulsory 
lnilitary service for participating in 
the ricts of 1901. He said he subse- 
quently had been pardoned, but that 
he had not been reiustated at the unl- 
versity, and he therefore revenged 
himself upon M. Sipiaguine. 

The minister was tuken to “the 
hospital, where he died in one hour. 


Unlike the murdered Russian minis- 


ter of public instruction, Bogolepoff, 
who was of the most piebean origin, 


being the sou of a policeman Ina pro- 
Vincial town, M. Siplaguine, the ezar’s 
uilnister of the interior, whose life has 
just been taken, belonged to one of the 
oldest and most aristocratic families 

f Moscow, and was peruaps more or 
a courtier than a statesnan. For he 
certainly distinguished himself more 
as q chamberlain of the imperial court 
and as grand huntsman of the realm 
than as either governor of Courland, 
governor of Moscow or as minister of 
the Interior. 

He was celebrated as one of the best 
shots in the, empire, excelled’ in the 
chase of the bear and of the wild boar, 
and came from a family which had al- 
ways been celebrated in the annals 
of sport. To him has been charged the 
present disturbed condition of the 
country. Married to Princess A. Via- 
zemski, a cousin of General Prince Via- 
zemski (who was ordered to travel 
abroad, and deprived of bis seat in the 
council of the empire for his interfer- 
ence with the chief of police in behalf 
of the riotous students at St. Peters- 
burg) he was but 47 years of age, and 
was until recently as great a favorite 
In society as at court. Indeed, the ezar 
held him in particular esteem and at the 
time when he appointed him minister 
of the interior he was filling the posi- 
tion of chief of that portion of the em- 
peror’s private chancellery which Is en- 
trusted with the reception of peti- 
tions. He entertalned the utmost hor- 
ror for the press and for everything 
connected therewith, was a poet of no 
mean order, and a passionate collector 
of antiquities, a fad which his means 
allowed him to Indulge in to his heart's 
content, for be was rich. 

At one time he Was an intimate friend 
of Minister of Finance Witte, and actu- 
ally went so far shortly after his mar- 
riage as to take his bride to call on 
Mme. de Witte. This, however, got 
him inte serious trouble, not only with 
the great world at St. Petersburg, but 
Ikewlse at court, where his action was 
tuken much amiss. Tor Mme. de Witte 
is ostracized by society aud barred from 
court, owing not only to questionable 
antecedents, but likewise to the fact 
that she is the daughter of a rather dis- 
reputable Hebrew saloonkeeper; that 
she quitted her first husband, who was 
2 railroad porter, to marry De Witte 
at the time when he was in the railroad 
service, and that since De Witte has be- 


come minister of finance she has 
opened her salons to all sorts of 
financiers, thereby exposing her hus- 


band to much maley 
part of his enemies. 

M. Sipiaguine, after the one visit 
paid with his wife to Mme. De Witte, 
never took auy notice of heragain. In- 
deed, the action of Mme. Sipiaguine in 
subsequently ignoring her made mat- 
ters 10 times worse than if she had 
never called upon her at all, and the 
result has been that the official rela- 
tions between the ministers of fiuance 
and of the interior were strained, and 
that they became enemies rather than 
friends.

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THOUSANDS AT BIER 


Funeral Services Over the Late Dr 
Talmage at Washington 

Washington, April 16.—Funeral 
services were held at the Church of the 
Covenant yesterday afternoon over the 
body of the Rey. T. DeWitt Talmage. 
Rey. Dr. Hamlin, pastor of the Church 
of the Covenant, and Rey. Drs. T. ¢ 
Easton of this city, S. J. Nicols and 
James Damarest, both of Brooklyn, 
officiated, é 

The casket, covered with vivclets, 
rested Immediately in front of the pul- 
pit. The floral offerings were mostly 
of lilles of the valley and white roses. 

After the family had entered the male 
quartet sang “Lead, Kindly Light,” and 
during the service “Beyond the Smil- 
ing and the Weeping” and “It Is Well 
With My Soul” were sung. Dr. Ham- 
lin, in his address, pictured Dr. Tal- 
mage as oue of the great clergymen 
of the century. He said Mr. Talmage 
in his maryclous word pictures always 
bespoke Lope and cheer; that he aimed 
at the hearts and emotions of the peo- 
ple instead of at their intellect. 

Dr. Demarest said Dr. Talmage some- 
times had been charged with being 
sensational, but he was sensational be- 
cause he must be and it was natural. 

Dr, Easton protested that it was yet 
to early to measure Dr. Talmage; that 
death clears our vision; removes or 
minimizes our prejudices and reduces 
the supposed faults. He said no man 
had lived So apostolic life since the days 
of Paul. 

Dr, Nicols referred to the dead man’s 
philanthropic deeds and characterized 
him as a brave heart, a noble soldier of 
the cross. 

Dr, Hanlin closed the services with 
a prayer. Then the immediate rela- 
tives passed to their carriages, Follow- 
ing this thousands of people passed be- 
fore the bier. 

The casket remained in the church 
until late last evening, when it was 
placed ab a spec ial car, leaving Lere for 
New York early this morning. The re- 
mains were interred today at Green- 

wood cemetery dn ‘Brooklyn. 


Getting After Beef Trust 

New York, April 16.—Attorney Gen- 
eral Davies of this state came here 
from Albany yesterday to conduct an 
investigation into the charges which 
have appeared in print of late that a 
combination of the big beef packers 
of the country have forced up the prices 
of meats. Of his investigation Mr. 
Davies said: “I can only say that it 
looks very much as if the packers had 
exceeded their legal powers. If I find 
that thoy are guilty of overstopping 
their rights, I shall proceed against 
them ou the ground of restraint of 
trade and of carrying on a business in- 
jurious to public poltecy.” 


Hitch In Peace Negotiations 

London, April 16.—The Daily Mail 
this morying says the cabinet council 
bas decided to refuse a strongly 
worded request from the Boer leaders 
at Pretoria for an armistice pending 
the negotiations, but what threatens 
to stop the negotiations is the fact that 
the government declines to place the 
later Cape rebels upon the same footing 
as the burghers with respect to am- 
nesty and is not Inclined to withdraw 
the banishment proclamation. 


Immigrants rurned Back 

Ogdensburg, N. Y.,«April 16.—Four- 
teen Italians bound for Albany were 
stopped by an immigration inspector 
on their arrival here yesterday. They 
had landed at St. John, N. B., and came 
through without examination by United 
States officials at either Halifax or 
Montreal. They have been returned 
to Canada. A party of French Cana- 
dian sailors coming to. sail on barges out 
of this port were also ordered back to 
Canada by the inspector. 


Government Opposes Revision 
Brussels, April 16.—The government 
has firmly declined to yleld on the ques- 
tlon of revision, and, unless King 
Leopold should override the govern- 
ment, there seems to be nothing to pre-

Had a Narrow Escape 
Halifax, April 16—The fishing 


schooner Pearl Evelyn was capsized 
nine miles off Halifax harbor yester- 
day and Captain Himmelman and crew 
of 15 men were thrown into the water. 
The schooner had all sails set when a 
sudden squall from the northwest 
struck her and she went over. All 
hands were precipitated into the water, 
but were subsequently rescued. 


Boers Captured by Hamilton 

London, April 16.—The following dls- 
patch, dated April 15, has been re- 
ceived at the war office from Lord Kit- 
chener: “Bruce Hamilton's columns 
arrived at the Standerton line last 
night, having taken 145 Boers, includ 
ing killed and wounded, during th 
movement from the Middleburg line.”

(CRUELTY 10 BE INVESTIGATED. 


President Roosevelt Acts Relative to 
Philippines--Cen. Chaffee Instructed. 


Washington, April 16.—As a resuit of 
the consideration by the cabinet yester- 
day of the charges of cruel treatment 
of Fillpines by United States soldiers, 
Secretary Root has cabled General 
Chaffee at Manila to investigate the 
hewspaper reports of the Waller trial 
and if they are correct to court martial 
General Smith. Also if the facts are 
established as testified to before the 
senate Philippine committee to court 
martial the officers who administered 
the “water cure” to the presidente of 
Igbarras. These officers are Major 
Glenn, Lieutenant Conger and As- 
sistant Surgeon Lyon. 

Secretary Root’s cablegram says: 
“The president desires to know in the 
fullest and most circumstantial man- 
ner all the facts, nothing being con- 
cealed and no man being for any reason 
favored or shielded. For the very 
reason that the president intends to 
back up the army in the heartlest fash- 
ion in every, lawful , and , legitimate 
method of doing its work, healso in- 
tends to sec that the most rigorous care 
is exercised to detect and prevent any 
cruelty or brutality and that men who 
are guilty thereof are punished. Great 
as the provocation has been In dealing 
with foes who habitually resort to 
treachery, murder and torture against 
our meb, nothing can justify, or will 
be held to justify, the use of torture or 
inhuman cenduct of any kind on the 
part of an shrdlu emfwyp cmfwyp cm 
part of the American army.” 

The president is awake to the se- 
riousness of the situation in this coun- 
try as well as in the island, and to the 
fact that the American people 


the name of forcible pacification, 

It must not be supposed, because the 
president welcomes war in certain 
emergencies as the lesser of two evils, 
that he loves war for war’s sake, or that 
because he believes, when a nation has 


entered upon a military enterprise, in’ 


pushing it through with such vigor as 
to contine its horrors within the narrow- 
est possible limits of time, he believes 
in pure barbarities. 

On the contrary his natural impulses 
are humane rather than cruel, and 
severely practical rather than senti- 
mental. He wishes to handle the in- 
surrection in the Philippines with a 
firm and heavy hand; but he has never 
been willing to Jet the impression go 
to the army that he would permit use- 
less torture and wanton slaughter. 

If any officers are found guilty of un- 
necessary cruelty he will be personally 
answerable for their getting the hard- 
est penalty the law allows, as a warn- 
ing to others. A great deal of what 
has been published within the last fort- 
night has evidently thus reached his 
eyes and ears for the first time. 

The two things he dreads are: first, 
to do injustice to any one concerned by 
not satisfying himself on every feature 
of the indictment, and second, to do his 
work In such a way as to encourage 


the insurrection. His investigation, 
now about to begin, will not be 


made with the end in view of conviet- 
ing this alleged offender and exonerat- 
ing that one; it will have nothing “en- 
thusiastic” about it, but be conducted, 
as an elementary proposition, on lines 
of thorough Inquiry, temperate consid- 
eration and calm and well-weighed 
judgment. The men who conduct ft in 
his behalf will have to be the sort in 
whom not only the president will, but 
the public must feel implicit con- 
fidence. To find such persons may take 
a little time. but that a dUigent invwest!-

SURRENDER OF MALVAR| 


Considered an Event of Ex- 
traordinary Importance 


A RESUMPTION OF TRADE 


With Pacified Provinces Among the 
Events of the Very Near Future— 
Successor of Aguinaldo Was a Slip- 
pery Customer Long Sought For 


Manila, April 17—General Malvar 
bas surrendered unconditionally to 
Genera! Bell at Lipa, Batangas prov- 
ince, with the entire insurgent force of 
the provinces of Laguna and Batangas. 
tsenera] Bell says his (Bell's) influence 
is sufficient to quell the insurrec- 
tionary movements in Tayabas and Ca- 
vite provinces and capture al! those in 
the field who have not yet, surrendered, 
but Malvar has ordered the complete 
surrender of every insurgent to the 
nearest American force. 

General Wheaton, reporting to the 
division headquarters, says that all re- 
sistance in his department has ended 
and that the surrenders just announced 
mean that the ports will be opened and 
that the Filipinois in the detention 
camps can be allowed to return to their 
homes in time to plant the crops. 

General Wheaton gives General Bell 
Kreat credit for his indefatigability in 
conducting the campaign. He 
the fleld day and night, 
perintending the 
Uons. 

The people of Manila are delighted 
at the prospect of a resumption of trade 
with the pacified provinces and are aux 
lous to show Generals Chaffee, 
Wheaton and Bell their appreciation, of 
the fact that the insurrection is really 
over. 

Geueral Malvar personally re quested 
au interview with General Bell in order 
to make his complete submission. 

The lack of news from the island of 
Samar is due to a defective cable. It 
is belleyed, however, that the American 
commander there received yesterday 
the surrender of all the insurgents in 
Samar, unless the planned proceedings 
were altered. 

W. W. Astor has given £20,000 to 
endow those professorships in the 
University college of London, which are 
gow without endowment. 

Genera! Miguel Malvar is one of the 
most important and best known of the 
native Filipino leaders. He was Gen- 
eral Lawton’s most formidable an- 
tagonist, and commanded the insur- 
rectes in the fight at Zapote river, the 
most serious battle fought in the Phil- 
ippines. In May, 1001, negotiations for 
his surrender were under way, but they 
failed and he announced himself dic- 
tator in succession to Aguinaldo. Mal- 
var isa Tagal, and a native of the proy- 
ince of Batangas, and was mayor of his 
native town of Santo Tomas. He was 
educated in Manila at the Roya! uni- 
versity, and is considered an uble and 
highly cultivated man. He is, accord- 
ing to Sixto Lopez, one of the most 
popular men in his province, and his 
popularity extends throughout . the 
islands. Although a good general, it 
is thought by many that he would make 
a still better statesman, and therefore 
during peace he would be one of the 
most prominent men in the Philippines. 
He belongs to the best class of Fili- 
pinos, and his family is one of the ‘vest 
in his province. 

He was one of the original 38 who 
came over with Aguinaldo and “-ok an 
active part in the operations in Luzon 
he having for some time past been en- 
gaged in the provinces of Batangas and 
Tayabas. Interesting stories cre told 
of his methods in the fleld. They say 
he rarely camped with his troops—gen- 
erally with but a friend or two, his 
Xanthippean wife, a boy to boil his rice, 
acaraboa anda bulicart. This was the 
Malvar outfit. Within a mile or so of 
where he camped, in a circle about the 
place, were detached columns of 20 or 
30 men each. His camp was pitched 
on the brink of some deep barranca, one 
of those fissures of the earth that run 
through the Batangas country. The 
moment a guu was fired, Malvar dis- 
appeared and our troops began the un 
satisfactory search for a needle in a 
hayStack. American soldiers long tricd 
to catch him through the striking per- 
sonality of his wife, Dona Placida, a 
squat, cross-eyed woman with a mas- 
terful voice andatemper. Asa result, 
all the cross®yed women in Batangas 
have spent much time in prison, butt 
Dona Placida always’ escaped. 

Malvar was wont to visit towns or 
army posts dressed like ~ peasant, with 
bis shirt outside his homespun trousers, 
riding a caradoa with his favorite zame- 
cock under hisarm. He came to town 
in amigo clothes to attend to his own 
affairs, to hear mass, or to barter with 
our soldiers for plug tobacco, orto re- 
mind the patriots within our lines to 
pay their assessments to the insurgent 
treasury. In this guise he has entered 
Calamba on market day; Lipa, too, 
when al! were celebrating our lady of 
the rosary. He had passed in and ort 
among thousands of people, each of 
whom knew him, but bis secret was 
always kept.

news. If Americans everywhere in- 
dicate their willingness to accept mili- 
tary judgments on military men as 
final, that will probably bring the in- 
vestigating, business to an end. If, on 
the other hand, they sweep this line of 
inquiry aside as too apt te be pre 
judiced by professional sympathy, the 
president will unquestionably respond 
by carrying out wl

been his original program. 


The military court idea is based 
simply upon the principle that there 
is a regular arder in which things 


should be done. An accused officer al- 
Wiys objects to being Judged simply 
by a civil body, on the ground that the 
commission he holds is subject to ean- 
cellution only at the hands of bis peers 
and superiors in the military service, 
aud that that commission is dependent 
ou his continued good bebavior. It is 
not the army whom the president is 
bound to satisfy now, but the people, 
and no one realizes this nue, forcibly 
than he. In his orders for the inyesti- 
gation of the Philippine scandals, 
moreover, he is giving fresh evidence 
ef the fact that when he acts on his 
Own generous impulses, he is in accord 
With honest public sentiment. It is 
never his own disposition to conceal 
anything; and openness is the saving 
grace even of a blunder when a good 
wan makes it. 

The man who will be brought into 
Inost unpleasant relations with the pub- 
lic through the existing situation is Sec- 
retary Root. There is no need of ques- 
tioning his sincerity of purpose in hold- 
ing back the charges made against the 
army till he could get the other side to 
put before the people along with them, 
in order to condemn that activu as a 
mistake. His motive was inherited in 
part from the conditions of a past era 
when it was still possible to carry out 
governmental policies without taking 
the people at large into the confidence 
of the powers that be. 

That day passed long ago. 
times all facts are bound to come out, 
and the worst appendage they can 
have when exposed is the stamp of at- 
tempted concealment. Here is where 
Secretary Root’'s training as a lawyer, 
excellent as it may have been in other 
emergencies, stood him in very bad 
stead. He did not fully realize how 
far public interest: had* been aroused 
in the Philippine disclosures, and how 
dangerous it was to letit gotoan ex- 
treme. The unfortunate experience of 
his predecessor should have warned 
him, but it appears not to have doneso: 
and, admirable officer as he has proved 
himself in a hundred ways, and far re- 
moved as he is from any countenance 
of cruelty toward the helpless natives 
of the Philippines. the belated disclos- 
ure of his knowledge that there were 
scandals which called for investigation 
may have a fatal effect upon his fu 
ture. 

Already there is a clamor among his 
enemies for his withdrawal from t] > 
cabinet, and it would be a terrible blow 
to the president to have him withdraw, 
but stranger things have happened than 
the decision of a man of excellent in- 
tentions aid strong executive powers 
that his usefulness had been ended by

Presidente of Igbaras Received Treat- 
ment Until He “Squealed” Terribly 
—Native Schoolteacher Maltreated 


at Same Time—Burning of Towns 


Washington, April 18—Edward J. 
Davis of Greenfield, Mass., who was a 
sergeant t Company M. Twenty-Sixth 
before the 
Philippines 


volunteer infantry, 
senate committee on the 
yesterday. He was present in the con- 
vent at Igbaras, Nov. 27, 1900, when the 
“water cure” was administered to the 
presidente of the town of Igbaras, us 
testified to by Sergeant Riley and Pri- 
vate Smith, and related the incidents 
connected therewith. He was sworn 
before being questioned by Senator 
Rawlins. He spoke of the arrival of 
the regulars under the command of 
Captain Glenn. He said that under or- 
ders from Captain Glenn he, with a 
squad, had taken the presidente into 
custody on Noy. 27 and had escorted 
him to the convelit where the “cure” 
was administered. He repeated the 
story of the torture of the presidente, 
adding some details. 

“Who yvave the command 
treatment?"

“Captain Glenn.” 

“How was the man’s mouth kept 
open?” “By means of a stick, but I 
could not see just how it was done.” 

Continuing, the witness said that 
When the victim of the cure was filled 
with water the members of the de 
tail would force it out of him by roll- 
ing their fists over his stomach, and 
that the process was kept up for about 
10 minutes: He described the second 
application of the cure as_ previously 
testified to, and corroborated Sergeant 
Riley in the statement that the details 
of this performance were under the 
charge of Contract Surgeon Lyons, and 
that Captain Gleun and Lieutenant 
Conger were both present’ when it 
occurred. Mr, Davis said in reply to 
questions as to the physicial effect of 
the process that the man “squealed” 
terribly and that his eyes were blood- 
shot, but that the next day he was 
able to mount his horse and lead the 
scouts to the mountain. Afterward he 
was, the witness said, taken to Ililoand 
placed in prison. The witness also re- 
peated the statement that two police 
officers of the town of Igbaras bad been 
subjected to the water cure. “There 
was,” he added, “also a native school 
teacher there who was maltreated at 
the same time, but the water cure was 
not administered to him. Ile was 
taken into one of the back rooms of the 
convent by Dr. Lyons, who secured the 
information he wanted from him by 
placing two Colt's revolvers to his head, 
thus rendering it unnecessary to ad- 
minister the cure.” 

Mr. Davis also gave the details of the 
burning of the town of Igbaras, which, 
he suid, contained about 10,000 people, 
but no business places. All except 
about 15 houses were destroyed and 
men, women and children were forced 
out indiscriminately, 

Senator Burrows—“Who gave 
order to burn the town?” 

The witness—‘Captain Glenn.” 

“Did he say why it should be 
burned?” “He did not.” 

The witness also said that a neighbor- 
ing town containing about 12,000 peo- 
ple had been burned, but that he did 
not know who had given the order for 
its destruction. He stated in reply to 
questions that the torture in all in- 
stances mecttioned had been conducted 
by the regular soldiers, and that they 
had not been participated in by the 
members of his regiment, the Twentv- 
Sixth volunteers. : 

After Mr. Davis was excused, 
committee, in executive session, con- 
sidered the question of summoning 
witnesses from the Philippines.

Toric.—How can I know that I am say- 
ed?—John viii, 31, 32; I John iil, 14; Rom. 
vill, 1-16; I John iv, 7. 

Can I know that I am saved? This 
is a question that has been asked by 
many an anxious Christian. Some have 
concluded that assurance is possible. 
Others have declared that it is Impossi- 
ble and the testimony in favor of it an 
unwarranted presumption. The topic 
assumes that positive knowledge Is 
possible upon this subject. The fact 
must always precede the method. We 
must know that we are saved before 
we can tell how we know it. And this 
is undoubtedly the Scriptural and only 
rational view to take upon this sub- 
ject. That we may be saved and have 
no way of knowing it is a preposterous 
supposition. It is contrary to the 
teachings of God's word. Job says, “I 
know;” Paul says, “I know,” and John 
fairly bristles with assurance. His 
principal epistle is practically an elab- 
oration of this precious doctrine. “We 
know” is its keynote. And if Job, 
Paul and John could have assurance, 
so may ali Christians. The contrary 
doctrine is as unreasonable as it is 
unscriptural. It is insupposable that 
one could be born again, be truly the 
child of God, and not have any way of 
knowing it. 

But since assurance is possible, how 
do we know that «ve are Christians, 
that we are saved for time and for 
eternity? Several answers to this 
question are suggested in the topical 
references: 

1, We know that we are saved by the 
testimony of consciousness. God offers 
salvation through faith in His SouJesus 
Christ. Now, if we have really accept- 
ed Christ, if our sins have been pa 
doned and we stand righteous before 
God, in the righteousness of Christ, 
there's a consciousness within us that 
tells us that this is so. “Our spirit” 
beareth witness within us that “we are 
the children of God” and consequently 
saved! How could it be otherwise? 
Who could live in a filial relation with 
God, enjoy the fellowships and bless- 
ings of sonship and not know it? 

2. We kuow that we are saved by the 
testimony of Holy Spirit. Our 
spirit beareth witness that we are the 
children of God, but not only so—“The 
Spirit Himself beareth witness with 
our spirit [or corroborates the witness 
or testimony of spirit] that we 
are the children of God. The Holy 
Ghost in an inexplicable way gives us 
the sweet inward assurance that we 
are God's children and are saved. 

8. We may know that we are saved 
by our lives. There are outward as 
well as inward proofs of this doctrine— 
the testimony of life, both in its rela- 
tion to Christ and in Its relation to our

our 


fellow men. “If ye continue in My 
word,” says Jesus, “then are ye [no 
Quubt ubout it} My disciples indeed, 


and ye shall know the truth, and the 
truth shall make ye free.” Christians 
as well as trees are known by their 
fruits. If by faith in Christ we are 
living Christian are doing His 
word, we are His disciples and cannot 
help but know the truth about it, and, 
knowing that we are His, we are made 
free from the law and its worries and 
exactions. This includes also our lives 
in relation to our fellows. “We know 
that we are passed from death to life 
because we love the brethren,” “for 
love is of God, and every one that lov 
eth is bora of God and knoweth God.” 

Blessed assurance! Jesus !s mine! 

Oh, what a foretaste of glory divine! 

Heir of salvation, purchase of God, 

Born of His Spirit, saved by His blood!

Will Harden the Hearts of Her Sons 
and Compel Redress 


London, April 18.—In the house of 


commons yesterday, John Redmond, 
the Irish Nationalist leader, speaking 
on the crimes act proclamation issued 
by the lord tieutenant of Ireland, Earl 
Cadogan, said an infamous conspiracy 
Was on foot in England to foment 
crime in lreland, where none existed. 
The stories of outrage and violence in 
Ireland were infamous calumnies, The 
Nationalists in Ireland were only gow 
erned by a contemptible minority. 

A hundred men, continued Mr. Red- 
mond, stood ready to replace every man 


sent to prison in this struggle. They 
entreated Mr. Wyndham (the chief 


secretary for Ireland) to change his pol- 
icy; but, if he continued it, they would 
meet him face to face and give blow 
for blow. Their answer to his coercion 
of Ireland would be to harden their 
hearts, strengthes their organization 
and compel redress. 

Mr. Wyndham replied that while it 
was true that there was a comparative 
absence in Lreland of crime against the 
person, the lives of people were made 
miserable by intimidation and boy- 
cotting. The government was not act- 
ing from political motives, but as the 
result of a mass of information la- 
boriously coilected and carefully ex- 
amined.

By Burning of Steamer on the 
Ohio River 


PASSENGERS WERE IN BED 


When Alarm Was Given and a Terri- 
ble Panic Ensued—Many Who Es- 
caped From the Floating Furnace 


Drowned Trying to Swim Ashore 


Cairo, Ils., April 21.—One of the worst 
disasters in the history of Ohio river 
navigation occurred shortly after 4 
o'clock Sunday morning near Ogden’'s 
While almost all aboard 
were asleep, the steamer City of Pitts- 


Landing. 


burg was discoyered to be on fire and 
in a few moments was burned to the 
Water's edge. ‘Whe loss of over $80,000 


on the steamer does not incinde the 


cargo, bo.h being a total loss, 

The latest éstimates are that 150 
persons were aboard and that not more 
than half of them were saved, many of 
the latter being burned or injured. As 
the register of the steamer was burned, 
no list can be given, either of the yie- 
tims or of the sQrvivors, and in the con- 
fusion it has been impossible to get 
complete lists.’ Captain Phillips  ad- 
mits that the death list will reach about 
60. 

Most of the passengers were still in 
bed when See@ud Clerk Phillips gave 
the alarm. The engineers at once 
started all the pumping engines, while 
the crew brought all the hose into play. 
Amid the streams of water on all sides, 
the flames from the lower deck and 
dense clouds of smoke, the passengers 
rushed from their staterooms, and a 
frightful panigensued, The appeals of 
the officers and crew could not ap- 
pease the terggr-stricken crowds that 
interfered with those throwing water 
on the flamesggs well as with those 
working witte ne lifeboats. Frew 
could adjust life preservers or do any- 
thing for themselves, 

The smoke was. stifling. Great 
clouds floated through the blazing 
steamer, choking the passengers and 
adding to the terror. Children cried 
pitifully, begging that they be saved. 

Lifeboats were manned and every 
effort Was made to save the passengers 
from the floating furnace of flames. 

From the river banks the sparks 


from the burning craft and the dense } 


clouds of smoke, tinged with flames, 
made a most impressive and weird 
spectacle. 

Boats were sent from shore to help 
in the work of rescue. Boats, laden to 
their limit with paSsengers in the scant 
attire they were able to gather, were 
landed at the river banks. As fast as 
the boats could be emptied they re- 
turned to the ill-fated steamer, the res- 
cuers losing no time from their work. 

The burning steamer was quickly 
headed to the bank, but passengers 
were forced to jump from the stern, 
and trying to swim ashore through the 
swift current many were drowned. 
Many also perished in the flames. Only 
one yaw! was saved and the women 
were taken off. About 20 or 30 were 
taken off in this boat. The rest were 
picked up out of the water. 

Help, except from people living near- 
by, did not arrive until 2:30 o'clock 
in the afternoon, and passengers, with 
only night clothes and without food, 
suffered terribly. 

Captain Phillips says 20 or 25 of the 
passengers are missing and the same 
number of the crew. One woman pas- 
senger lost three children. Patrick 
Burke of Owensboro, Ky., wife and six 
children, were all lost. 

The fire was discovered at 4:05 a. 
m. There were over 70 passengers 
and 70 in the crew. ‘The fire started 
in the forward hatch larboard and 
burned fiercely and when the steamer 
ran ashore escapes were made over the 
cabin railing. Very few passengers 
or members of the crew were aware of 
fire until it was too late. 

The steamer Mund Kilgore brought 
the survivors to this place at 6 o'clock 
last night and several societies of the 
city rendered all assistance in the way 
of clothing, etc.

WANT TC RETURN TO WORK 


Affairs Have Not Turned Out as Bos- 
ton Brewery Workers Anticipated 
Boston, April 21.—A conference with 

the master brewers has been requested 
by officers of Brewery Workers’ unions 
14 and 29. The predicted outcome Is 
a settlement this week of the strike 
which for tnree weeks has kept idle 
all the breweries in Boston. The con- 
ference time has not been set, but it is 
expected to be tomorrow, as the master 
brewers at no time have declined to 
meet the strikers or their representa- 
tives. There is much restlessness 
among the strikers over the facts that 
anticipated strike benefits have not 
been as large as expected, and the 
breweries have engaged a large number 
of inside workmen. It is understood 
that the unions will propose a rein- 
statement of all striking employes with- 
out discrimination for the purpose of 
ending the strike. The master brew- 
ers are expected to reply that they will 
take back their former help until all 
vacancies are filled and give preference 
in the future to such who are not em- 
ployed, but they will decline to dis- 
charge the inside workmen engaged 
since the strike began. The union, 
however, will be asked to invite these 
latter employes to become members 
of the union, 


Catholics Want Offices 

Boston, April 21—A meeting of 
prominent Catholics here yesterday de- 
clared the belief that members of the 
Roman church are defrauded of their 
rightful influence in national affairs, 
and should unite to secure as many 
high places as possible that are now be- 
ing heki by Protestants. One of the 
speakers sald there are now 15,000,000 
Catholics in this country and yet they 
are the laughing stock for European 
Catholics. The meeting was called to 
arrange for a reception to President 
Minahan of a general Catholic Federa- 
tion recently formed.

In 
the Back Bay district dealers were in- 
formed that they might sell certain 
carbonated beverages on the ground 
that they came under the head of 
“medicine,” while in Dorchester even 
this word was not recognized as apply- 
ing toanything not ordered by a doctor's 
prescription and no latitude was al 
lowed whatever. 

The enforcement of the laws caused 
all manner of comments from would-be 
purchasers, the majority of which 
were strong expressions of disgust 
with the condition of affairs brought 
about by the new and = radica! de- 
parture. 

Ice and flowers were among the 
articles the sale of which was _ pro- 
hibited, while bread, milk and bakers’ 
products could be bought before 10 
a. m. and between 4 and 6:30 o'clock 
p.m. Cigarsand tobacco, being recvog- 
nized by the law as drugs, could be sold 
by druggists. 

It is stated that a mass meeting of 
druggists will probably be held during 
the week to decide whether or not they 
will close their places on Sundays in 
the future.

Mr, Gilbert UX y.) took occision to reply 
to some remarks recently made by Mr. 
Gillett (Mass.), Mr. (O.) and 
General Funston, which he thought re- 
flected upon his state.

Gentlemen on the other side could 
not cry down the “taint in the blood.” 
He recalled the fact that when a colored 
man'sat on the other side not one of his 
colleagues invited him to. Lis house. 
The prejudice against social equality 
Was as strong in the north as in the 
south, he declared, and all talk to the 
contrary was “hypocritical rot and 
rant.” 

Mr. Gilbert then turned to Mr. Brom- 
well’s fling at Kentucky politics and 
gave his version of Taylor's flight from 
the state after the murder of Goebel. 
He described Mr. Taylor's appearance 
at the Philadelphia convention, char- 
acterizing him as an who 
Was nade an “idol in the north.” 

Mr. Gilbert's ramarks drew a reply 
from Mr. Gillett, who said he was 
Willing to admit the prejudice against 
the negroin New England. Hethought 
that, perhaps, there was a_ greater 
physical repugnance toward the negro 
there than in the south. But because 
man personally felt a prejudice 
against a negro, he did not think he had 
a right to aitempt to enferce them upon 
others. 

Mr. Gaines (Tenn.) asked if the gov- 
ernor of Massachusetts, when he went 
to the Nasiville exposition, declined to 
take with him a member of his staff 
who Was @ negro. 

“If he did,” replied Mr. Gillett, “it 
Was because he did not want to wound 
the sensibilities of the people of Nash- 
ville.” 

Proceeding, Mr. Gillett explained that 
in New England they could understand 
the prejudices in the south against the 
negro and against negro domination, 
but the people of his section insisted 
that social ostracism should not be 
visited on those who did not share these 
prejudices. When a negro man raised 
himself above his fellows and led a 
pure, clean, manly life he thought his 
worth should be recognized. He did 
not sympathize with a state of society 
which accepted a man whose hinds 
were stained with the blood of Iynch- 
ing or With election frands, but which 
rejected a worthy, pure man simply be- 
eause his color was black. He objected 
to making unpardonable the crime of 
color. 

“Do not dodge the issue,” cried Mr.

Of course they had not 
divulged what was under seal, but it 
was not believed possible, ina case in- 
volving so much, not only ina pecuniary 
way, but to the reputation of individu- 
als, that anything less than a decisive 
verdict would have been reached in 
so short a time. 

The members of the jury declined to 
state how they stood, but it is said that 
their failure to observe the instruction 
of the court to return a yerdict for the 
plaintiff upon the charge that he was 
expelled from the American Wool as- 
sociation on account of his alleged 
persistent attempts to blackmail its 
members; becuuse there was no evi- 
dence to support the charge, was due 
to the fact that they could not agree 
upon the amount of damages such a 
verdict would necessarily carry.

At the coroner's inquest yesterday 
over the bodies of Captain Sylvester 
Doss and Miss Maria Tissim, a verdict 
was rendered that the former came to 
death from exhaustion and the latter 
from inhaling smoke, and nothing was 
developed as to the origin, cause or 
responsibility for the disaster. 

Captain Phillips testified that* he 
could not account for the origin of the 
fire, unless an electric wire had started 
it. He stated that, so far as he knew 
56 lives were lost. The coroner was 
advised of other bodies having been re- 
covered at distances from this city, but 
none of them had been identified. 

Sensational reports have been 
culated about an alleged quarre! 
tween the officers of the steamer and 
the roustabouts and that the fire may 
have been of incendiary origin, but no 
credence is given to them. 

A careful estimate by those who were 
aboard the City of Pittsburg puts the 
loss of life at 63 at the lowest. The 
opinion of some who have kept track 
of the missing is that the list will ap 
proximate 100. There is no way to 
obtain the exact tigures, as the re 
of passengers and the list of the crew 
were burned and Purser Scott and 
others rely on their memories in mak 
ing the estimate. Of this appalling 
death list, only three bodies have been 
recovered and identified.

Regarding Trilobites. 

How many people will you find who 
can tell you what a trilobite is? We 
will venture to say there are very few 
can tell whether fish, flesh or fowl, yet 
they are right in our midst. 

A trilobite is a fossil fish or shell 
fish fuund in but few places in the 
known world. Scientists claim that 
they are thirty-one million years old, 
and to them they are what the rings 
of Saturo are to an astronomer, a 
source of wonderment and conjecture; 
however, so many have been found 
that they are able to classify them, and 
many beautiful specimens are at present 
in the museums of Harvard college. 

The only place where they have ever 
been found in the United States is at 
Hayward’s grove at the Fore River op 
a point of land which makes the turn 
of Hayward’s Creek. Here is a ledge 
craps out which dips at a 45 degrees 
angle and is lost deep under the bottom 
of the creek. Years ago when the 
headlands were blasted on for ballast, 
these were discovered and every 
summer for years, parties of students 
have come from Harvard coUege with 
their geological instructors in quest of 


these singular and ancient relics of the 
past.

lobster laid upon a board, and ran up 
to eighteen inches in length.

Witnessed Twenty Times by 
Lieutenant Flint 


HE APPROVED THE METHOD 


Of Extracting Information From the, 
Insurgents—Telis of Burning of 
Small Villages, and Says That the 


Idea Was Borrowed From Weyler 


Washington, April 22.~The senate 
committee on the Philippines yesterday 
resumed the examinatiogp of witnesses 
in connection with the investigation of 
affairs in the Philippine islands. Gro 
ver Flint of Cambridge, Mass., who 


served as first lieutenant in the Thirty- 


early in May, 1900, he had been a wilt- 
ness to the water cure, as administered 
to the natives by the Macabebe scouts, 
nud that this was done to get informa- 
tion as to the whereabouts of their 


guns The guns were delivered. The 
following day some men of his own 
regiment apytied the cure, but without 
the authority of their commanding of- 
licers. The Macabebes at the time re- 
ferred tu were not under command of 
a commissioned officer, but under a 
sergeant of the United States army. 
Flint had been, he said, a witness to 
at least 20 cases of watercure. Helhad 
never seen any one die as a result of 
the cure, but had seena hospital corps 
man working on a native who had been 
rendered unconscious. It also had been 
reported to him that one Filipino died 


from the effects of the water « Th 
witness then described the method of 
administering the cure, and said that 


in some cases where it was given toold 
men he had seen their teeth fall out. 
Mr. Flint, in response to a question 
by Senator Deitrich, said he was pres 
ent upen these occasions, “to draw the 


line on excesses.” Tle did not reco) 


mend to his major that the prectice 
cease, nor did he give any orders to his 
meén to stop the torture. 


Answering a question by Senator 
Burrows the witness declared that the 
ellect of the cure was inunediate, the 
vVietim invariably turning in his gun 
or a bolo and giving information as to 
the whereabouts of others He snid 
it was impossible to judge whether the 
victims were insurgent soldiers. or 
peasants, ut they appeared to be 
peaceable barrios or villagers. Som 
of them were thrown down by force, 
others Who were timid would submit 
readily, while those who resisted wer« 
simply held the more tightly The 
treatment, he said, never got to the 
point of great brutality. 

Replying to a question by Senator 
Lodge, the witness said that he had 
been refused a commission in the reg 
lar arniy because his colonel had re 
ported him as using intoxicating liquors 
io excess fhe witness deplored the 
raising of this question, but Senator 
Beveridge said it Lad au important 
bearing on tlre cuse, Flint dented that 
on any of the occasions when he had 
witnessed the water cure was he under 
the influence of liquor. He insisted 
that in justice to himself he ought to 
state he was not drunk, but had been 
a careless drinker. He had, he said, 
released several men who did not ap 
gear to him to be insurrectos. Major 
Geary of his regiment was always near, 
but had not interfered in the administra- 


tion of the cure, simply assigning a 
commissioned otlicer to see that the men 


did not go too far. 


After considerable questioning he 
fHually admitted that he approved the 
water cure, and, responding to a query 
by Seuator Beveridge, said that it was 
not an American invention, but was as 
Gld as the “virunicles of New: Se 
Asked regarding Filipinos in guard 
houses, he suid they were treated ex 
actly the same as American prisoners 
except that they were supplied with 
food which they were accustomed to 
and not with army rations 

The witness described the burning of 
sinall villages, the idea being, he said, 
te drive the people to the woods or 
to the towus and concentrate the: 

“Who did the army borrow that 
from?” inquired Senator Culberson 
“I saw it in Cuba,” answered the wit 
ness, “under the authority of Genera 
Weyler.” 

The committee, in executive session. 
directed that subpoenas issue for a 
number of sergeants and privates who 
were witnesses of the water cure, The 
matter of calling Sixto Lopez, Mabin 
and Aguinaldo was left for future de- 
termination. The committee then ad- 
journed until April 29, on which date 
General MacArthur will again be 
heard.

“There are ten millions of suffering 
people across the water; silent, uun- 
heard, but whose very souls cry out 
against wrongs cruel, unspeakable be- 
yond the ken of mortal language to de- 
scribe. There are more than seventy 
millions on this side of the water want- 
ing to know the truth, heretofore stifled 
and suppressed. 

“This bill strikes its roots into and 
derives its support from that ex- 
crescence upon the army appropriation 
bill of 1901, known as the Spooner 
amemiment. The qualification of the 
absolute power therein conferred, 
adopted at the instance of the senator 
from Massnichusetts, by this bill is 
eliminated. 

“All property rights in the islands 
and the fate of their inhabitants are 
turned over to the control and dispos!i- 
tion of the commission, without any 
qualification of importance, The com- 
mission may declare war and make 
peace; raise armies and provide navies; 
regulate commerce with all sorts of 
discriminations between islands and 
ports; levy taxes without limit and with- 
out uniformity. It may coin money and 
reculate the value thereof, and may es- 
tablish religion and punish those who do 
not conform to its tenets. It may de- 
stroy free speech, and punish as an act 
of sedition the publication of the truth 
in regard to their administration. It 
ean establish an inquisition, devise and 
apply methods of excruciating torture, 
compelling persons to be witnesses 
against themselves and disclose infor- 
mation which the commission may de- 
sire to extort. 

“It is useless to say that this power 
will not be abused. Attention will be 
invited to some instances In the history 
of our relations with the islands show- 
ing the extent to which our representa- 
tives have gone in acts of perfidy, injus- 
tice, oppression and cruelty.” 


During Mr. Rawlins’ speech two ef- 
forts were made to maintain a quorum. 
Finally, Mr. Money ( Miss.) moved that 
the senate adjourn, only five Republican 
senators being present when the motion 
Was made.

4.—‘* Every person before selling 
or offering it for sale in a store, booth, stand, or 
market place in a city or in a town in which an 
iuspector or inspectors of milk are appointed, 
shall register in the books of such inspector or 
inepectors, and shall pay to him or them fifty 
cents to the use of such city or town; and who- 
ever neglects so to register, shall be punished 
for each offence by fine not exceeding 
dollars.

Aggressive Steps to Bring the 


Moros to Terms 


OUGHT SOON TO BE OVER 


As Friendly Sultans Are Not Expected 
To Resist American Government— 


Efforts to Secure Peaceful Surren- 


der of Murderers Have Failed 


Washington, April 24.--The war with 
the Moros will go on. The conflicting 
accounts published in the newspapers 
are due to the fact that only half the 
story has been made known. As 
previously announced, orders were sent 
to General Chaffee to hold back the ex- 
pedition till the last possible resources 
of diplomatic negotiation had been ex- 
hausted. No further move was made 
till Governor Taft had reached Wash- 
ington and gone over the whole ground 
with the authorities. Lt was his judg- 
ment, as Well us that of several! officers 
who had familiarized theviselves with 
conditions in Mindanao, that the Moros 
in the lake country were the only ones 
who Were hostile to the Americans. 

The other sultans had made good in 
every Way their protestations of friend- 
ship, and it was not, and is not now, be- 
lleved by the president’s advisers, in 
spite of the common religion of the sev- 
eral sultanates, that the friendly sultans 
will join forces with their unfriendly 
neighbor in resisting the American gov- 
ernment. If this proves to be the case, 
hostilities will be confined to a very 
small district and with plenty of energy 


ov the part of the American troops 
ought soon to be over. 
Governor Taft, though counselling 


the utmost endeavors to procure by 
peaceful means the surrender of the 
Moro murderers, admitted that if, after 
two weeks’ notice, they were not given 
up to us we should be compelled to go 
and take them at the point of the bay- 
onet, or Wwe never shoulé -alte to 
inaintain any authority on the island 
thereafter. It was suggested to the 
president, among other things, that a 
civil process might issue for the body 
of the murderers, and the arms be used 
cnly as a posse to execute the writ. 
‘This idea was rejected because there Is 
no pretence of civil government In thet 
part of the island where the lake Moros 
are. It is still under military rule, and 
a civil process not only would have no 
source from which to issue, but would 
carry no meaning to the natives In any 
event. 

Of one thing the president took good 
care—the designation of the officer who, 
if an expedition must be undertaken, 
shall head it. General Davis is one of 
the men in whoin he has the utmost con- 
fidence as an officer of discretion, and 
abundant patience and humanity. The 
point settled. word was sent to Gen- 
eral Chaffee to go ahead, giving the na- 
tives every opportunity consistent with 
the honor and prestige of this govern- 
ment to change their minds about sur- 
rendering the murderers, but as long 
as a clash had actually occurred to go 
ahead and do what may be necessary 
to bring them to terms. 


A Rather Expensive Mission 

Washington, April 24.—The declina- 
tion of Captain Clark, U. 8. N., to be 
a member of the American ambassy to 
King Edward's coronation, is viewed 
with general regret. However, it is 
realized that the mission for which 
Captain Clark was slated involves per- 
sonal outlay for entertainment and ex- 
change of courtesies of a very formid- 
able character and entirely beyond his 
private means. Admiral Watson has 
been appointed in his place. 


Can’t Agree on Treaties 

Washington, Apri] 24—The senate 
committee on foreign relations yester- 
day again failed to reach a decision on 
any of the reciprocity treaties now be- 
fore the committee. The committee de- 
cided, however, that all the treaties now 
pending should be reported, e?ther 
favorably or adversely, to give the sen- 
ate a chance to consider all of them, 
even though the committee may be op- 
posed to them. 


Treaty Concluded With Colombia 

Washington, April 24.—Secretary of 
State Hay for the United States and 
Minister Concha for Colombia yester- 
day signed a treaty providing for the 
transfer to the United States of the 
rights incident to the construction of 
the proposed Panama canal. This 
treaty is similar to the protocol re- 
cently signed, the terms of which have 
been published. 


Keeping Republicans In Line 

Washington, April 24.—There is a 
great deal of activity among the Re- 
publican senators over the Cuban 
reciprocity bill. The present effort is 
an attempt to secure united Republican 
action, if possible, the desire being to 
prevent a minority of the Republicans 
acting with Democrats from controlling 
the situation either in committee or 
senate, 


COAL BARGE SUNK 


Crashed luto Steamer Off Highland 
Light During Thick Fog 
Boston, April 24.—Captaln Olsen 
the steamer Spartan, from Philadelphia, 
reports ree his vessel was in collision 
. R. of N. J. barge off High- 


land light yeatanaie morning. The 
barge was lost. There was a thick fog 
at the time and the steamer had been 
slowed up. A tug’s whistle was heard, 
and five minutes later a barge ran into 
the steamer. The barge rebounded and 
Struck the steamer again amidships. 
After the crash the steamer and the 
barge separated. 
The extent of the damage to the Spar- 
tan was confined to one broken plate, 
and another bent, both above the water 
line. In a few minutes tug Plymouth 
shoved up through the fog and one of 
ber boats was alongside. This boat 
took off the crew of the barge. The 
Spartan stood by for two hours, when 
the damaged barge sunk. No lives were 
lost. 
When tug Plymouth reached this 
port last night with her tow of tw 
barges, Captain Durkee reported that 
about 3:10 a. m. he heard the Spartan's 
whistle on the port quarter, and he re- 
sponded with a loud blast on the 
whistle. Then he became aware that 
the steamer had been in collision with 
one of his barges. The fog was thic 
but the tug was stopped until the 
barges came into view. He found that 
barge No, 2 had been crushed in. Cap- 
tain Gillette and his crew of four were 
taken from the barge as it was ima 
sinking condition.

his neck, and It was expected they 
would cause his death.

Fitchburg. Mass., April 24.—There is 
No prospect of an early settlement of 
the existing troubles between the Amer- 
ican Woolen company and its em- 
ployes in this city, who are now out on 
strike for the abolition of the two-loom 
system. The management informed 
the 750 striking weavers yesterday that 
if they failed to return to work today 


their places would be considered ya- 
cant. 
A New Election Law 
Boston, April 24.—A bill which rad- 


ically changes the methods of voting at 
caucus or primary elections in cities 
of the state, and providing for direct 
nominations of all but state, congres- 
sional and councillor candidates, passed 
the house yesterday by a vote of 146 to 
80. The measure is the result of sev- 
eral years of agitation. The bill pro- 
vides for separate party caucuses. 


Children’s Morals Affected 

Providence, April 24.--An investiga- 
tion by Agent Thurber of the Society 
of the Prevention of Cruelty to Chil- 
dren has resulted in the exposure of a 
traffic of unseemly literature in some of 
the public schools anda seizure of much 
odious matter resulted. At least three 
boys in one schoo] will be suspended 
or expelled.

Eloquent Address of see Beveridge at}the 
Indiana jState Convention.

April 24. 


Indianapolis, Much oratory 
and enthusiasm marked the opening of 
the Republican state convention yester- 
day. delivered ¢ 
eloqueut address, in which he outlined 
the principles upon which the Republi- 
cans of Indiana will enter the bext cam- 
paign, The senator himself would not 
say that his utterances were those of 
President Roosevelt, neither would 
he deny it. His friends, however, make 
the assertion without qualitication that 
he spoke for the administration. Sen- 
ator Beveridge was made permanent 
chairman and upon taking the gavel the 
senator spoke as follows: 

About 400 members of various wom- 
en's clubs have left by special trains 
from New York, Philadelphia, Boston 
and Buffalo, to attend the meeting of 
the Federation of Women's clubs at 
Los Angeles, Cal. All trains will join 
at Chicago. 

“This is the first convention of the 
first campaign of the 20th century. 
Let our declarations be worthy of the 
hour. The American people are abreast 
of the times; the Republican party 
must keep abreast of the American peo- 
ple. Party victories, as such, are noth- 
ing; the progress of the American peo- 
ple is everything. Harmony with the 
onward movement of the nation makes 
a party invincible. Opposition to the 
progress of the republic means de- 
served defeat. And so it is that Issues 
Bre not invented by men. Issues are 
ordained by events.” 

After taking the steel trust as an ex- 
ample and stating that ft had increased 
the average wage to each !aborer 20 
percent, the speaker said of trusts: 
“Did these organizations cause all this 
progress? No, the American people, 
with powers unfettered, caused it; and 
industrial and commercial organization 
is only one of the people’s methods of 
progress. And now the opposition pro- 
poses the destruction of those agencies 
of the people’s developing energies. 
That program of destruction the op- 
position proposes to make one of its 
issues in this campaign. It is the pol- 
{ey of disaster. 

“Has this movement oppressed the 
people? It has uot oppressed the work- 
ingmen, because more laborers are pow 
employed at higher wages than ever 
before {n history; and in savings banks 
alone American workingmen have ou 
deposit today over $2,500,000,000—more 
than enough ready cash to buy out any 
ten of the greatest corporations of the 
world. It is said that this movement 
throws labor out of employment. 
When the railroad came, the staxe- 
driver and horse-dealer thought they 
were thrown out of employment: but 
instead, new and better employment 
was provided. When the self-binde: 
came, harvesters thought their occupa 
tion gone; but, instead, new and better 
occupation came. 

“This whole development, throwing 
men here and there out of employment 
for a day, furnishes permamently in- 
creased employment for the ever en- 
larging number of American working- 
men; and where 4,251,615 wage earners 
were employed in manufacture 10 years 
ago, Pearly 6,000,000 workingmen are 
earning higher wages nov in the single 
occuption of manufacture alone. This 
movement then has not oppressed la- 
bor.

Note of Milk Inspector’ 


Public Statutes.) 


Sxct. 3.—* In all cities every person who con- 
veys milk in carriages or otherwise for the pur- 
pose of selling the same in such city shall annu- | 
ally on the first day of May, or within thirty | 
days thereafter be licensed by the Inspector of | 
Milk of such city to sell milk within the limits | 
thereof, and shall pay to such | Jos spector fifty 
cents each to the use of the city. 

Sect. 4.—* Every person before selling milk 
or offering it for sale in a store, booth, sté and, or 
market place in a city or in a town in which an 

uspector or inspectors of milk are appointed, 
shall register in the books of suc h inspector o1 
inspectors, and shall pay to him or them fifty 
cents to the use of such city or town; and who- 
ever neglects so to register, shall be punished 
for each offence by fine not exceeding twenty 
dollars.

The sime instant the gun 
was tired another member of the squad 
hit the native with a stone, and he was 
told that he had The na- 
tive then told the soldiers where they 
could find the insurgent guns. In re 
lating this Incident Labelle gives the 
names of the officers and privates who 
participated 

Continuing his Labelle 
Says that in the suumer of 1900, while 
the United States forces were about 
three miles from Estancia, Company D 
captured three natives and gave them 
the water cure. ‘The water was muddy 
apd it was forced into their mouths 
withatunne)l. After the men had been 
filled with water, blood came from their 
eyes and ears Labelle says a sergeant 
had charge of the water cure 
when these mep were treated 

Labelle says that after the old man 
bad been given the water cure at An- 
ilag he was jumped upon by a soldier 
and the water spurted from the man’s 
wouth. 

Bertrand has furnished Senator Lodge 
with particulars of the disappearance 
and killing of Father Augustine, a 
Roman Catholic priest, at Bolo. Bert- 
rand says it was reported that Fr. 
Augustine knew where insurgent gold 
was buried, and the men were anxious 
te have bim tell them where it conld 
be found. Bertrand says men from 
Company D captured him in December, 
1900, and dressed bim in a uniform of 
the United States artillery. Hie was 
then taken to Banate and kept ina cell 
He refused to tell where the gold was 
buried, and on the night of Dec. 9 he 
was taken to a house formerly occupied 
by the presidente of the village, where 
the water cure was given him by the 
“water cure squad.” Bertrand says 
the priest was tied on the ground and 
then given thecure. The men then pro- 
ceeded to get nearly al! the water out 
ef him, but he did not revive aud they 
became frightened and a surgeon was 
sent for. His services proved unsuc 
cessful, however, and Bertrand says the 
priest died on the morning of Dee. 10 
Some of the men 
secrecy, and the body was buried in a 
plot of land used by the 
baseball ground. Bertrand says that a 
non-commissioned officer was seen with 
the priest's watch and chain, and when 
w» commissioned officer lJearped 
they were turned over to him. In his

D was out ona hike, while siationed at 
Dungas, in July, 1900, the men were o: 
dered to burn everything and see that 
no grown person escaped. He under- 
stood the order as meaning that every- 
body, with the exception of children 
shauld be shot, and Labelle says that fs 
what the men proceeded to do 

Labelle and Bertrand say that while 
at Dungas the soldiers came to a hut 
where a native woman had just siven 
birth to a child. The husband was 
made a prisoner and the woman and 
child were dragged from the hut and 
left on the ground. The native shack 
was then burned, but Labelle and Bert

Manila, April 25.—Lieutenant Col- 
onel Baldwin, who is operating against 
the Moros on the island of Mindanao, 
telegraphs that the capture of Sultan 


Paulo's fort has had a most salutary 
effect.

The changes in America during the

Upon raising 
my face from the table my eyes light- 
ed upon the gentleman in the white

who had been watching the play. 

“My boy,” he said, “let me have a 
twenty dollar bill. I have money of 
my own, but I want to play with your 
money and for you only. Perhaps I 
may get back some of your losses.” 

There was a surprised look on the 
faces of those who stood around the 
table, for the man was apparently a 
clergyman.

In South Africa Leads to Hot 
Debate In Parliament 


HE LIBELLED KITCHENER 


Served Term In Prison and Now De 
sires to Return.to England, but Is 
Not Permittea 


ment’s Attitude Sharply Criticised 


to Do So—Govern- 


London, April 25.—The forcible de- 
tention in South Africa of Albert Cart- 
wright, who, while editor of the South 
African News, charged Lord Kitchener, 
prior to the engagement with General 
De Wet, with ordering his officers to 
shoot all prisoners, formed the subject 
of a heated debate in the house of com- 
mons last evening. 

Mr. Morley moved the adjournment of 
the house, which practically amounted 
to a vote of censure on the government 
in general and on Lord Kitchener and 
Lord Milner in particular. Mr. Moi 
ley pointed out that Mr. Cartwright, 
who had served a year’s iroprisonment 
for libel, now desired to come to Eng- 
land, and that his detention was illegal, 
unconstitutional and tyrannical. He 
added that the explanation of Lord 
Stanley, the financial secretary of the 
war office, that the government did not 
think it desirable to Increase the num- 
ber of anti-British propagandists in 
this country, was the most outrageous 
heard in the house since Simon de 
Montfort invented parliament. 

Secretary of War Brodrick, in the 
course of a reply, raised a storm by say 
ing that although Mr. Cartwright had 
served his legul sentence, the question 
of his liberation was still sub-judice. 

This brought forth a vehement pro- 
test from Mr. Vernon-Harcourt (Lib 
eral), who declared that such a prop- 
osition was scandalous and contrary to 
the elementary principles of freedom. 

Winston S. Churchill also delivered 
a few caustic sentences, saying he 
hoped the house would force the gov 
ernment to withdraw within the iimits 


of the law and observe the constitu 
tion. 
Mr. Balfour came tothe support of the 


sorely harassed war secretary, and con 
tended that the government wus justi- 
fied in detaining even a British sub 
ject if it thought his wanderings were 
calculated to injure the interests of 
South Afries. Those voting for the ad 
journment would be condemning Lord 
Kitchener and Lord Milner, in whose 
keeping. at this moment, rested their 
hopes of peace. 

James Bryce and Sir Robert Reid 
twitted the ministers for again inter- 
posing Lord Kitchener as a buffer be- 
tween the government and the house. 
They both scathingly denounced the 
present action of the government as a 
gross abuse of power. 

The spirit of revolt spread to the gov 
ernment benches. Tan Malcolm, who 
has heretofore been an unswerving 
supporter of the government, warmly 
repudiated Mr. Balfour's arguinent that 
those voting for the adjournment would 
be showing themselves careless of Brit- 
ish honor. After such an incident, he 
no longer felt sure the members of the 
government could say they had clean 
hands in this regard. War or peace 
would not be facilitated by such viola 
tions of the liberty of the subject. 

Other supporters of the government 
followed in the same strain, even vor 
C. Guest (eldest son of Lord Wiiiuborne 
and a cousin of the Duke of Marl- 
borough), urging the government to 
Tealize that its position was untenable 
and to make some concession. 

The house then divided and the mo- 
tion for adjournment was defeated by 

259 to 182 votes. Nine Unionists yoted 
against the government.

Vest’s Story. 


When Senator Vest was in his prime, 
he was the prince of stuinp speakers. 
He excelled in every feature of that 
difficult sort of oratory He used logie, 


learning 


sarcasm, irony, wit, lLumor, 
eloquence As un upecdote teller in 
public speaking he never had a supe- 
rior. 

Up till the last few years all kinds of 
independent purties or political side 
shows tourished Missouri. The 
“Granger movement,” “the Tadpoles,” 
“the Greenbackers etc., made life 
burdensome to the Democrats. Vest is 
a Democrat of “the straightest sect.” 
and in his speeches be laid on and 
spared not. He wasas merciless in rid 
icule as Voltaire himself. One of Vest’s 
oppouents On one occasion twitted hips 
With the fact that a prominent Demo- 
crat had deserted his party. “Oh, yes,”

This opin- 
jon is apparently borne out by an im- 
perial reseript in which the period for 
recruiting is extended, and the Finus 
are warned against failure to obey the 
nilitary regulations, which will “con- 
vince us that the administrative method 
Which became customary in the course 
of the jast century does not suarantee 
calm progress of public affairs, and 
subordination to the authorities.” 

The recruiting law is the origin of 
the present trouble. The communes 
refused to co-operate, in failing to select 
representatives for the recruiting 
boards, whereupon the governor ar- 
bitrarily impesed heavy lines on the 
colmmunes, 

The reports show the unvarying 
failure of the recruits to take the oath, 
and the attitude of the populace of 
Winborg resulted in riots and colli- 
sions similar to those Which occurred 
at Helsingfors. Out of 150 recruits en- 
rolled only 32 appeared and they were 
all rejected for phlysicial defects. In 
many of the communes nobody ap- 
peared, and at Ny Karelby only one 
man, a cripple, presented himself. 

Such is the practical working of the 
law which General BobrikolY (the vov- 
ernor) the people welcomed 
With enthusiasin. 

The otticial report of the Helsingfors

AMERICANS IN CANADA 


Immigration Which Willi Ultimately 


oan Determine Dominion Volicy 
Minneapolis, April 28-——With tie 
wholesale population movement west 
ward, which is fur greater this year 
than ever before, several thousand 


families are emigrating into central 
and western Canada. A considerable 
portion of those who are going through 
the twin cities in train after train, tak- 
ing with them other train loads of home 
and farm equipment, 
the dominion. Land agents, who have 
been quietly but industriously at work 
in the states during the past two years, 
have pointed out that between the 
great lakes and Canadian Pacific coast 
there is a district as large as Germany, 
Austria, and France, with Infinitely 
greater natural resources, capable of 
maintaining asdense a population with 
more comfort, possessing magniticent 
pastures, fine forests, besides gold and 
silver. In additlon, the tinest grain dis- 
trict in the world is in Manitoba and 
Assiniboia, while the whole of the 
Canadian northwest is adapted for 
small farms and cattle ranches. Quite 
naturally, this brilliant picture las been 
very alluring. 

Politicians, business men and news- 
papers in the northwest have begun in- 
teresting speculation as to the effect of 
this immigration upon the future po- 
litical relations of the United States 
and Canada. J. H. Haslain of Winni- 
peg, probably the largest individual 
landowner in the dominion, and an ex- 
perienced student of American his- 
tory and political institutions, says that 
at the present rate of immigration 
nearly 2,000,000 American fumilies will 
cross the line in the next 20 years. 

One writer says, “Native Canadians 
and other British subjects would be 
swamped by such a tide. The whole 
region it flowed into would become dis- 
tinctly American, a potent influence in 
determining dominion policy. It might 
lead to annexation, if not of the wholq 
of Canada, of the region in which 
Americans predominated. It would at 
least make it certain that Canada 
could not adopt easily any policy in- 
imical to the United States.”

with an Alabama negro; who can in- 
dulge in meaningless platitudes, while 
south, on the bravery and common 
heritage of southern heroes and de 
nounce them before the Grand Army 
as Anarchists; who can profess a 
broad American spirit, which brands 
sectionalis™ us a crime; and laud the 
loyalty of onr veterans of 1861-1865

the body erect. 

The question involves some ludicrous 
conclusions. If the specimen was a 
bird, it must have laid eggs and lived 
in the deep inland ocean. Then could it 
lay eggs without going on to the land? 
And if it went on the shore, did it roll 
over and over sidewise upon the bank 
and then start to turning down again? 
Or was It a possessor of a gymnast art 
lost to modern birds and could turn 
successive somersaults to the warm 
sands at the edge of the water? Anoth- 
er scientist asks, “Did he let the tides 
wash him up there and then lie there 
until the tide came again?’ Not only 
that, but biads with such light feathers 
must occasionally bang themselves out 
to dry, and Professor Marsh asked, 
“How in the world could this bird get 
up to dry if its legs could not be used 
for walking?” 

At all events in the course of a few 
weeks the question of whether it rolled 
or whether it walked will be settled. So 
soon as the University of Kansas pa- 
leontologists can get their bird together 
the bones are in so perfect a state of 
preservation that the only possible po 
sition of the legs must become known.
